POWERS DOOMED 
TO THE GALLOWS 
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Juy finds Him Guilty of 
Murder of Gov, Goebel 


Extreme Penalty of the Law Recom- 
mended—In the Other Two 
Trials Powers Escaped with 
Sentence to Life Im- 
prisonment, 


Georgetown, Ky., August 29.—The third 
] trial of ex-Secretary of State Caleb Pow- 
ers for complicity in the murder of Gov- 
ernor William Goebe] in January, 1900, 
closed shortly before noon today with the 
extreme penalty of hanging for the dis- 
tinguished prisoner, who has been in the 
penitentiary for three years on life sen- 
tence. The verdict of the jury, “guilty 
and the punishment of death,’’ Was re- 
ported into court at 11:20 o’clock today. 
Several hundred people crowded the court 
room when the verdict was read and 
the most intense silence prevailed. The 
jury was polled and each man declared 
+ the verdict of guilt to be his finding. Pow- 
ers sat unmoved, while his attorneys 
asked for time to make a motion for a 
new trial. Arthur Goebel broke down 
from the strain on hearing of the verdict 
of guilty. The jurors decline to state 
what occurred in the jury room. George 
Wyatt was foreman. 

Arthur Goebel, brother of the victim, js 
&@ prominent merchant at Cincinnati and 
has spent his time and fortune for over 
three years in the prosecution of those 
accused of being in a conspiracy to kill 
his brother. Powers has been convicted 
twice before, this being the third tria] m 
which the jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty against him. At the previous trials 
he escaped with a sentence to life im- 
prisonment as the evidence was not suffi- 
ciently strong against him to lead the 
jury to inflict the extreme penalty. All 
three of the trials were held at George- 
town and in each of them he had assist- 
ance of the most able lawyers'who could 
be procured. Subscription lists were cir- 
culated in his interest by friends and a 
sum of money was secured to defray the 
cost of his repeated trials and the investi- 
gation of the circumstances which preced- 
ed the killing of Governor Goebel, in the 
interest.of the defense. The latest trial 
was distinguished by the fact that Powers 
addressed the jury in his own behalf, and 
in a long review of the case showed him- 
self to be a very competent attorney, 
while his eloquence in pleading for his life 
astounded those who had watched him 
carefully in the past trials of the case. 

Powers had nothing to say regarding the 
verdict, except to express his surprise 
that such a result could be reported from 
the evidence heard and to announce that 
he would take an appeal and continue 
the case to the last resort. When Powers 
secured his former new trials a majority 
of those on the appellate court were re- 
publicans, but it is now composed of dem- 
ocratic judges. As commonwealth at- 
torney Franklin shook hands with each 
juror after hey were dismissed, Powers 
watched the greetings closely, but at no 
time did he show any sign of breaking 
down. Powers is regarded as a strong 
man. He was elected secretary of state 
on the republican ticket headed by W. 8. 
Taylor for governor in 1899, but served 
only a few months as ail the state offi- 
ces were contested by those on the demo- 
cratic ticket headed by William Goebel. 
The trials of Powers were before Judges 
James E. Cantrell, of this city, but he was 
barred from sitting this time, and Gov- 
ernor Beckham appointed Judge Robbins. 

Special Judge Robbins this afternoon 
formally overruled a motion for the 
granting of a new trial to Caleb Powers. 
He then passed the sentence of death 
upon him, fixing November 25 next as the 
day set for his execution. The attorneys 
for the defendant will appeal the case 
to the Kentucky court of appeals, and, 
if affirmed there, may try to get the 
United States supreme court to take it 
under consideration. Powers was the 
coolest man in the court room when the 


Chicago, August 2.—After a meeting 
Of striking waiters, which was held to- 
night, President Robert A. Callahan, of 
the Hotel and Restaurant Employees’ In- 
ternational Alliance, declared that a 
Seneral strike of the waiters had been 
‘called and that all the men in the city 
would be out on Monday.

They, for the most part, declare that the 
calling of the striké was ill advised and 
have refused to obey the order.

“I venture to gay that within a very 
few years after the construction of the 
depot all the tracks in the limits 1 
speak of will be torn up and that land 
put to some other than railroad yse, do- 
ing away for all time to come with the 
nuisance of trains crossing below bridges 
ound itself of the principal 
business streets. 

“My idea about the beat use to put this 
land to ig a market. Atlanta ought to 
have a big market and a fine one. There 
is not a better location to be found’ 
than these two or three blocks wheré 
railroad tracks now lie. 

“You know that is just about the center 
of the circle which originally formed the 
corporate limits of Atlanta before West 
End and Inman Park were annexed to 
the city. The exact center is marked by 
a post which stands just back of the 
present union station. 

“There is ample roédm in any of these 
blocks from Forsyth street to Centra) 
avenue for the erection of a big mar- 
ket, and the site has the added advantage 
of belng at the center of the city. I 
am’ a very strong believer in the propriety 
and value of establishing a market. 

“Of course all this would depend on 
whether or not the other railroads decided 
to occupy the new station, but the gen- 
eral opinion, as I have heard it ex- 
pressed, is that they will do so, which 
will leave this valuable land open for 
some purpose, 

“Of course this Nes without the bofnds 
of possibility, but still I have often 
thought of it—that is, the establishment 
of a magnificent boulevard from the 
center of the city out beyond Inman Park 
the land where railroad tracks 
are now. Just think of what could be 
done with that when it had been as- 
phalted, a double row of trees planted 
and the center made into a long, green 
park, while handsome buildings stood 
all along the sides from one end to the 
other. There would be hardly anything 
to equal it in any city in the world.” 

Another one of the group spoke of the 
cab and similar transportation features 
as they are likely, in his opinion, to be 
handled after the construction of the de- 
pot. 

“The present plans for the new union 
station co not provide for the entranca 
of cabs into the building,’’ he said, ‘but 
they may be changed before the structure 
is completed, and some company be given 
the exclusive privilege of bringing its 
cabs there. 

“This will mean that a fine cab service 
will be inaugurated in the city, a line of 
ancy hansoms or something of that kind 
for which the public has long been hop- 
ing. 

“There will be always a difficulty in 
maintaining such an enterprise in Atlanta 
for several reasons, however, and the 
rlan adopted by the Pennsylvania rali- 
road jis about the only one on which 
the scheme can be made a success at all. 

“The way this road operates its cab 
lines is to rent each cab to a competent 
driver for so much a day. The daily 
rental is fixed at an amount ample 
to cover the expense of maintenance, 
repairs arnW give besides a reasonable 
profit on the investment. Then each 
coachman, before he can take a ¢ab out 
of the stable, is required to pay in ad- 
vance the day's rental, for which he is 
given a receipt. Then he makes as much 
as he can during the day and keeps 


all his fares.

AERIAL CRAFT 
BY BERLINER 


German Inventor Has Con- 
structed Machine That 
Flies, 


Washington, August 29.—Emile Berliner, 
the inventor, has had successfylly tested 
a flying machine, the principle employed 
being that of the aeroplane. The experi- 
ments so far have been conducted with a 
small machine, which, unlike the Langley 
invention, requires no extra device to 
start it. In the test made the Berliner 
aeroplane, without the aid of any power 
not generated by itself, lifted and main- 
tained itself for a considerable time in 
the air at a distance of 8 feet from the 
ground. 

The machine is constructed of aluminum 
and tin plate, and has a weight of 34 
pounds, excluding ballast. Its main body 
is made up of arches, open below and 
sloping down in the rear to wide tail 
ends. In moving forward the arches pro- 
duce a current of compressed air, exert- 
ing at the same time a parachute action, 
thus serving to support the structure. The 
actual lifting is done by the tail plece 
eatching the alr current. Two skyrockets 
attached to the rear of the model supplied 
the motive power in the experiments.

As 
there are over 130 of these animals it 
would mean suffocation for some or many 
of them. For this reason the stables 
will pgobably have to be moved and if 
so the site of the crematory will be un- 
available. 

There has been talk of insisting that 
the railroads build a retaining wall. This 
the expenditure of some 
$10,000 and it is considered as quite prob- 
able that they would rather effect some 
deal by which the city would benefit than 
go to this added expense, 

As the matter now stands, the city 
authorities are in considerable of a qaun- 
dry. The selection of a new site would 
mean more expense in the way of liti- 
gation, as crematory sites are not at all 
popular with communities in general, and 
any prospective location is immediately 
fought in the co rts.

Quo Warranto Proceedings Begun To 
Annul Charters of Terminal 
Companies—Interests Com- 
puted at $300,000,000 

Are Being Fought. — 


Jefferson City, Mo., August 29.—Attor- 
ney General Crow today struck his first 
blow at the so-called terminal monopoly 
which, ft is claimed, is throttling the 
commerce of St. Louis, by ‘instituting be- 
fore the Missouri supreme court quo war- 
ranto proceedings to annul the charters 
of the St. Louls merchants’ bridge, the 
termina] railway company, the Wiggins 
Ferry Company and the St. Louis termi- 
ral railway. The petition is of a sweep- 
ing character and charges in effect that 
the railroads centering at St. Louis have 
formed practically a conspiracy to con- 
trol the arteries of trade throughout the 
Mississippi valley. The aggregate wealth 
of the railway companies composing the 
so-called terminal combination and hold- 
ing threrein a joint proprietary interest, 
is computed at $300,000,000. 

St. Louis, Mo., August 29.—The quo 
Wwarranto proceedings instituted before ths 
Supreme court against the so-called ter- 
minal combination by Attorney General 
Crow today, is a movement against an 
organization representing a financia] mer- 
ger on a scalt approaching that of the 
Northern Securities Company. The peti- 
tion sets forth briefly, that the terminal 
association and its constituent companies 
have a monopoly on St. Louis freight 
traffic crossing the Mississippi river, con- 
trolling ‘“‘every available St. Louis en- 
trance both on coming and outgoing 
freight.”’ 

The company whose consolidation led 
to the present terminal combine set forth 
in the petition are: 

The St. Louis Bridge Company, Tunnel 
Railroad of St. Louis, Union Railway 
and Transit Company, Terminal Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Railway Company and the Wig- 
gin’s Ferry Company. 

The officials of every corpordtion em- 
braced in the membership of the terminal 
companies will be cited as wftnesses. If 
service can be secured the deposition of 
J. Pierpont Morgan will be taken at New 
York city. Morgan is to be cited in con- 
nection with the circular letter issued by 
ris firm advertising the sale of terminal 
bonds to a total amount of $50,000,000.

the materia] atom is made up of a large 
number of so-called electrons, the num- 
ber depending on the density of the sub- 
stance. Thus, for instance, it is assumed 
that the atom of hydrogen is made up of 
about 700 electrons, the mercury atom 
of about 140,000 electrons, the gold atom 
of about 137,200, etc. The different known 
elements, therefore, are made up of dif- 
ferent groupings of electrans. The theory 
further assumes that these electrons are 
in, stable orbital rotation around one an- 
other, ‘the whole being held together by 
mutual attraction, their orbits being as 
large relative to the size of the electrons 
as the orbits of the planets of the solar 
system, With such a theory as this it 
was to be expected that modern alchem- 
ists would promptly seize the opportunity 
of bringing about a rearfangement of 
the electrons so as to produce from one 
element a more valuable one. This ex- 
pectation has been realized in the person 
of a Philadelphia inventor. or expéerimen- 
talist who claims to have already brought 
about a transmutation of silver into gold. 
He selects silver for the transmutation 
because of the approximate similarity olf 
these two elements chemically considered. 
The process by which the transmutation 
is accomplished is chemical and electrical, 
of course, The inventor.admits that the 
elementary forces of nature in combina- 
tion and decomposition are well-night 
irresistible, and, therefore, to transform 
one atom into another it is necessary to 
destroy the Inductional capacity of the 
electrons by bringing them to a condi- 
tion of temporary inactivity or torpor. 
The electrons can then be segregated, he 
claims, and forced out of their previous 
ecrrelation, and then be reaSsembled in 
any desired grouping. The inv’ #r has 
no difficulty in showing prospective in- 
yestors in the stock of the cOmpany which 
will doubtless be organized that the net 
profits in transforming 1,000,000 ounces of 
silver into a similar amount of gold wall 
be over $16,000,000, the cost of transt0Ormja- 
tion being only 17 per cent of the value 
of the product. This scheme, it will be 
seen, is quite as reasonable as and far 
outstrips the Keeley motor enterprise in 
calculable profits, the home of which, 
by the way, was also in Philadelphia.

ed in detecting helium by the spectro- 
scope in the gases extracted from a ra- 
dium galt. If, as the present observa- 
tione indicate, the radium salt shines 
spontaneously in the dark Jjlargely by 
light belonging to the different eclemenye 
helium, another important step is gained 
in elucidating the nature of the tnstabil- 
ity of such chemical elements of high 
atomic weight and the radioactivity as- 
sociated with it.”

It 
says: “A hot draft of coffee is undoubt- 
edly a powerful stimulant, enabling both 
mental and physical fatigue to be borne.

A clear coffee jelly after 
dinner is every bit ag good as the hot 
infusion, while it is fyee from some 
of the drawbacks of ‘the latter. Coffee, 
unlike ajco'‘@ diminishes organic waste, 
rouses the myscular energy without the 
collapse which follows alcoholic imbibi- 
tion, agpd gelatin in the form of jelly is 
cooliag, assuages thirst, is soothing, and 
has a tendency, to absorb any excessive 
acidity of the stomach, Gelatin is what} 
is known as a ‘proteid-sparer’—that is, it 
Savey the destryption of _proteid, such as 
albumin. Having regard to these facts, 
therefore, coffee jelly giould form a very 
Suitable sequel to dinner and an excel- 
lent substifite for the infusion. More- 
over, the astringent, principles of coffee, 
which, however, are different in kind and 
degree from those present in tea, are nul- 
lifled.py the gelatigp, In short, jelly is an 
excellent vehicle for coffee, hut, as. js 
necessary. in making the infusion, the 
quantity of coffee in jelly should not be 
stinted. Coffee serges an admirable pur- 
pose in dietetics, and those with whom it 
disagrees when taken in the form of a 
hot infusion will very probably find the 
jelly quite satisfactory."’ 


Composition for Flooring. 


A German invention deals with the man- 
ufacture of plastic compositiggs for floor- 
ing purposes. Ash, molstened with a so- 
lutigg of sulphate and chloride of magne- 
sium, is mixed with kaolin or clay and 
talc; gypsim and magnesite are then add- 
ed. Jhe mixture is stamped and rolled 
in place while cool to form the bed or 
foundation of a jointless floor. When 
the bed has hardened, a surface layer 
composed of asbestos apd sawdust molst- 
ened with magnesium, sulphate and chlo- 
ride and mixed Kaolin or clay and talc, 
gypsum and magnesite is applied. 


The Electric Age. 
(Saturday Evening Post.) 

It is a matter of common observation 
that the horse, the cable and the dummy 
st€am engine have disappeared from our 
street railroad systems, to be succeeded 
by the omnipresent trolley. But the re- 
port on these roads just issued by the 
census office gives a number of {illumi- 
nating details that help us to realize 
what this transformation means. It !s 
the trolley, of course, that has made it 
possible for the street railroad to leap 
across town boundaries, give life to coun- 
try roads and bing city to city. There 
is said to be a horse ear line in the 
Argentine republic so long that it runs, 
or perhaps walks, sleeping cars, but in 
this country such a road would not be 
extensively patronized If we are going 
any distance we want something thai 
will carry us at least as fast as steam, 
and in the trolley car we have it. On 
the Albany and Hudson line it ts possi- 
ble to travel 60 miles an hour. There 
are two electric lines in Indiana that 
work up to 5 miles an hour each, and 
two more that make #4. Ohio has ten 
electric roads whose cars reach or ex- 
ceed 40 miles an hour; two of them make 
5) and two 55. Michigan has one trolley 
line on the 40 mile speed limit, two at 4 
and two at 60. There is a 50 mile an hour 
line in Iowa, another in New York, and 
another in Texas. Speeds of from 30 to 
49 miles are too common to mention. <A 
by-product of the electric railroad sys- 
tem is the trolley park, unknown a dozen 
years ago, and now-an important part 
of the national apparatus for recreation. 
There are no less than 352 parks main- 
tained by the trolley roads of the United 


states for the sake of the nickels earned 
in carrying people to enjoy them, There 
is Orie even in Arizona and one in Porto 
Rico. Clorado, Idaho, Nebraska, Khode 
Island and South Dakota are the only 
States that have trolley roads§and no 
trolley parks. Pennsylvania has forty- 
six and Massachusetts thirty-one, of 
which five are maintained by a single 
company. The electric roads of the 
United States carried last year three 
times the population of the earth. They 
killed 1,218 persons and wounded 47,429, 
which makes the war with Spain look 
like the Fourth of July at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. Their capital was more than 
twice as great as the bonded national 
debt of the United States, and their gross 
earnings for the year were nearly a 
quarter of a billion dollars. They em- 
ployed more than twice the number of 
men in the United States army, incluaing 
the force in the Philippines. They paid 
over thirteen millfon dollars in taxes—a 
little consolation prize for the public 
franchises they got for nothing. 


Crude Drugs f’om a New Source. 

A number of common plants, occurring 
in some cases as weeds, furnish, when 
properly collected and cured, crude drugs 
Such as are now imported in large part 
from Europe and elsewhere. The bureau 
of plant industry of the United States 
depariment of agriculture Is now en- 
gaged in the préparation of a farmers’ 
bulletin pointing out the desirability of 
satisfying the demand for these drugs 
from domestic sources. The bulletin wil) 
contain descriptions and cuts of the 
plants, and methods of collecting, hand- 
ling and curing will be given. 

In order to increase the effectiveness 
of the bulletin it is thought necessary to 
bring the prospective collector in touch 
with buyers. Thefefore circular letters 
are being sent to dealers in drugs asking 
if they wish to be included in the list 
of firms to whom the bureau is author- 
zed to direct those wishing to submit 
samples and get prices.

Turkey Doesn’t Object to Negroes 
Being Lynched, and He Thinks 
United States Ought Not 
To Object to Mas- 
sacres. 


Sayville, L. I., August 29.—Alarmed at 
the critical conditions of American-Turk- 
ish relations, Chekib Bey, the sublime 
perte’s envoy to the United States, is 
hastening to Washington for a conference 
with Secretary Hay. 

Dispatch of the American warships to 
Turkish waters is a source of the great- 
est anxiety to the minister. Although 
confident himself that the Washington 
government's only motive in taking this 
action was to protect American citizens, 
he fearg it may have the opposite effect 
and render more difficult the efforts of the 
sublime porte to afford protection to for- 
eigners. The appearance of the Ameri- 
can squadron off Beirut will, it is point- 
ed out, be taken by the revolutionists 
as an evidence of the Washington gov- 
ernment’s sympathy with their cause and 
thus arouse them to renewed atrocities. 

Until he receives instruction from Con- 
stantinople Chekib Bey will not request 
the- Washington government to withdraw 
the squadron, but he will cal] Secretary 
Hay’s attention to the delicate situa- 
tion in Turkey, hoping that the state 
department may do something to relieve 
the embarrassment of the porte 

Chekib Bey Talks. 

An Associated Press representative to- 
day called at the minister's summer 
headquarters. The diplomat talked free- 
ly of the present situation and did not 
conceal the fact that he thought the 
Outlook bad. 

“I was profoundly dispressed,”’ he said, 
“at the news from Beirut, and believed 
that there must have been some mistake. 
because I had heard nothing about it 
from my government. The news today 
It now appears that 
was not assassinated. 
You must admit that my government 
has done al! that it could be expected to 
do. As soon as the local authorities 
learned of the affair they called at the 
American consulate @nd expressed thelr 
regret and promised to do all in their 
power to apprehend and punish the guilty 
person. In addition, the foreign Office 
has offered the strongest official assur- 
ances to the same effect. 

“TI appreciate fully the reasons for the 
dispatch of the American squadron, but 
have Americans considered that this may 
have the opposite effect and stimulate 
the revolutionists to further outrages? 

“Despite the reports to the contrary 
I believe the affaif was. without political 
significance and that the attack on Mr. 
Magelssen was made by a personal en- 
emy. 

“My government would be very unwill- 
ing to belleve that any but the best rela- 
tions existed between it and the United 
States. Of course, the worst may come 
and relations<be broken off, but I do not 
think s0.”’ 

“Have you heard that a seizure of one 
Or more ports is possible in the event 
that the sultan refuses the American de- 
mands, and that this in turn might be 
followed by the recall. of Minister Leish- 
man and possibly your own departure 
from the United States?’ 


Turkey Much Occupied. 
~"“No, I have not heard that. I hape it 
{is not that bad Of course, if your gov- 
ernment desires it, I shall go. 

“To what demands do you _ refer? 
Patience is necessary in international af- 
fairs. My sovereign has promised what 
you have asked, or the most of your re- 
quests, and he will certainly carry out 
his promise. You must remember that 
my country is very much occupied at 
present and I hope the Washington gov- 
ernment will appreciate this and not in- 
sist on a final adjustment of all pending 
controversies until the interior troubles 
bave quieted. 

‘You have asked for certain privileges 
for doctors and students. You want your 
physicians admitted on certificate to 
practice in Turkey. My government is 
very careful of the kind of doctors it 
licenses to practice. If your government 
would itself approve the diplomas of the 
American schools of medicines your phy- 
sicians would be admitted without exam- 
fnation.

Town of Adrianople Put 


To the Torch--Barracks 


Near Adrianople, Blown Up by Insurgents. 
People Flee to the Mountains. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, August 29.—The Dnev- 
nik publishes a report that one section 
of the town of Adrianople is in ashes 
and that three other sections are burn- 
ing. The inhabitants are panic stricken 
and the authorities have lost all control. 
The Turks are committing wholesale 
massacres. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made, 
The Dnevnik’s advices add, to blow up 
the west bound Orient express between 
Tchernkeskia and Usunkistri. Only one 
locqmotive, however, was derailed. A 
telegram from Leren says ‘the railway 
station at Ekshi was blown up, a num- 
ber of officials being killed and the rails 
torn up for a distance of 150 meters. 

The insurgents nave brown up the 
light house at Vasiliko and now occupy 
all the principal points along the Black 
sea coast. The barracks at Demetika, 
near Adrianople, have been blown up and 
the garrison killed. Four thousand Al- 
banians are pillaging the villages in the 
districts of Okrida and Krushevo. The 
latter district has been deserted by. the 
population, who have joined the insur- 
gents in the mountains. The Turkish 
forces in the frontier districts have been 
largely increased. 

Reports from Constantinople say the 
70 medical and veterinary students and 
army cadets have been given their di- 
plomas and commissions without having 
passed the usual examinations and have 


ce 


been drafted into the Third army corps. 
Austrian Consulate Fired On. 

Constantinople, Friday, August 28.— 
Very little news was received today from 
the foreign consulates In Macedonia. The 
Austrian consul at Uskub reports that a 
detachment of troops passing the Aus- 
trian consulate discharged their rifles at 
the consulate. No one was hurt. The 
person sent to open the light house at 
Kurusap Burun, Iniada bay, reports that 
it has been completely destroyed. ; 

The war minister has .been authorita- 
tively informed that a revolution wiil 
break out in a few dayg in the districts 
of Seres, Strumitza and Raslog. He is 
taking the necessary military measures. 
Bulgarians are very numerous in that 
part of eastern Macedonia and their op- 
erations are facilitated by the moun- 
tainous country and its proximity to 
Bulgaria. 

Turkey Calls Out More Troops. 

Salonica, Friday, August 28.—It is offi- 
cially announced that the seven battalions 
of Turkish troops, which have been in- 
vesting Neveska (captured August 2 by 
the insurgents, who killed 200 of the Ad 
men composing the garrison), have recap- 
tured that place. 

An ‘imperial jfrade has been issued or- 
dering the mobilization of 60,000 troops 
at Kossovo, Roumelia, about 50 miles from 
Uskub.

Do you think I would remain in this 
country long or that my school would 
flourish? This is a side of the question 
that is not often heard, 

‘Rut we have the missionaries and my 
government earnestly strives to protect 
them. I am sure, however, you cannot 
expect us to encourage the undermining 
of our government. 

‘‘Massacres in ings hy unfortunately 
occur. But do they not occur in Chris- 
than lands? No one would be so foolish 
as to hold the United States government 
responsible every time a negro is lynched. 
The United States government depldres 
these outrages, but it cannot always pre- 
vent them. So does Turkey deplore the 
massacres, and we are today doing ail 
in our power to prevent them. 

And yet if a massacre occurs in Bul- 
garia, the cry goes up, ‘Down with the 
Turks,’ and when my government sends 
troops to Bulgaria to punish the guilty 
the same cry is heard. It is always the 
Turk that gets the blame. Can one won- 
der that a feeling of, I won’t say hostility, 
but of coldness, is aroused among my 
countrymen toward those who are for. 
ever blaming them? I do not think the 
European powers are as giad as they 
profess to be that the American squadron 
has gone to Turkish waters. They would 
be still more dissatisfied if they found 
that stg@e Washington government stood 
ready to help Turkey in her troubles. 

“fam going to Washington to do what 
I can to preserve the good relations be- 
tween the United States and Turkey. I 
think the report of the troubles in Turkey 
are exaggerated, but I know all is not well 
tnere. 

“United States officials are supremely 
just, and have always treated me with 
such consideration that I am confident 
that the Washington government will ap- 
preciate my country’s position and not 
be disposed to action tmpatiently.”’

Oyster Bay, N. Y¥., August 29.—It devel- 
oped today that the cablegram from Muin- 
ister Leishman at Constantinople, trans- 
mitted late last night to President Roose- 
velt, contained, in addition to a state- 
ment of the incorrectness of the an- 
nounced assassination of Vice Consul 
Megelssen at Beirut, an important report 
upon the situation in the Ottoman em- 
pire. 

Minister Leishman takes a serious view 
of the condition of affairs in Turkey. 
Practically the entire dominion of the 
sultan ts in a state of unrest end in 
some parts ‘the existing turbulence is 
equivalent to insurrection, 

Minister Leishman apprehends serious 
troudle and indicates his belief that Amer- 
ican interests are in peril on account of 
the fanatical’ Mussulman population. It 
has not been Gecided definitely whether 
Admiral! Cotton's squadron will rendez 
vous at Beirut as originally ordered. The 
destination of the vessels will be deter- 
minéd by the developments of the situa- 
tion, ' 

Conditions Unsafe at Beirut. 

Washington, August 29.—Secretary 
State Hay returned to his desk in the 
state department this morning. Mr. Hay 
gaid that while uprisings in Turkish do- 
minion were more or less chronic, the 
present state of affairs assumes the pro- 
portions of an insurrection of considerable 
magnitude. He would not disclose the 
comtents of the cablegramg received last 
night from Minister Leishman, but said 
tnat the minister’s advices were that the 
erroneous report on the assassination of 
Mr. Magelssen was due to the uSe of the 
wrong code number and not to any error 
in transmission. The information given 
in the cablegram was that the governor 
called at the consulate and offered prompt 
action and would make every effort tu 
find out and punish the would-be assassin. 
Mr. Leishman further advised the secre- 
tary that several of the consulates have 
reported to the governments that the con- 
dition of the city of Beigut at the pres- 
ent moument is unsafe. With the view 
to furnishing Secretary Hay with the 
fullest facts concerning the reports which 
nave come from the missionaries in Tur- 
Key, a committee representing tne board 
of American missions will cail upon him 
tomorrow or Monday, he having indicated 
a desire to meet such committee and ob- 
tain from them all intormation in their 
possession. 

The state department today received 
a cablegram from Minister Leishman in 
which he stateg that advices from the 
American consulg at Harpoot and Bei- 
rut were to the effect that while the 
Americans in those places are in danger 
of suffering from an uprising at any time, 
the situation was not, at the time of send- 
ing the dispatches, as grave @s earlier | 
reports would indicate. Mr. Leishman 
has been instructed to notify the Turkish 
government that it must keep the peace 
and that it will be held to a strict ac- 
countablility for any lawless act toward 
American citizens.

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CHAPTER XLI. 


During this period of madness the fed- 
eralists took advantage -of the opportu- 
nity to imitate Great Britain in another 
direction. William Pitt had inaugurated 
a reign of terror In England itself, crush- 
Ing out all freedom of speech and of the 
press. Over life and liberty the govern- 
Ment exercised almost despotic sway. 
The federalists determined to enact and 
enforce similar laws here. There was 
too much liberty of the press, too much 
license of the tongue; republican ideas 
were a menace and democratic demia- 
gogues must be put down. The outcome 
of this demand was the alien and sedi- 
tion laws. Their essence was that for- 
elgners could tive here only at the presi- 
dent’s pleasure, and that American citi- 


‘gens could not speak or write their po- 


litical sentiments without incurring the 
dangers of fine and imprisonment. 

Had these famous enactments’ been 
able to maintain their ground, popular 
government would indeed have been at 
an end. That the purpose of the authors 
of this legislation was the compiete over- 
throw of democracy was shown after- 
wards by the programme which Hamil- 
ton mapped out. He advised that a large 
standing army be maintained, that the 
jurisdiction of the federal courts be ex- 
tended: that aliens objectionable to the 
government be sent away; that the pres- 
ident be given power to appoint peace 
officers in each county; that the States 
should be di#ided into smal! judicial dis- 
tricts with a federal judge in each, ap- 
pointed by the president, and that large 
tates be cut up into several! divisions Sv

that she might be prepared to defend her 
rights. 

The opinion which tdmund Randolph 
gave Madison on this vexed question of 
PAllification is very striking. ; 

Randolph conceded that there must. 
necessarily be, somewhere within the na-= 
tion. an ultimate sovereign power which 
could veto the usurpations of a lawless 
congress. He argued that the people in 
fach state (not the legislature) could de- 
clare an unconstitutional law null and 
void, and that when three-fourths of the 
Btates thus declared against congress the 
povernment would be overwhelmed.

The salary of his offffe was welcome, 
for ready cash was never teo plentiful 
at Monticello, where farming was pre- 
carious and house-building chfonic.

His household had now lost one of its 
treasures, for, the heautiful Marja had 
married her cousin, John Eppes, and 
Rad gone to her new home of Edgehill. 

At the Meginning of Mr. Adams’ term, 
the vice président had made overtures to 
him, seeking to esta@lish relations of cor- 
Mality and confidence. They had worked 
in hafness together in the early stages 
of the American struggle, had been con- 
genial] in Europe, and Mr. Jefferson, the 
most conciliatory of men, would have 
been glad to resume the old familiar in- 
tercourse.

Not one ell did he depart from 
the even tenor of his way. 

He entertained as freely as ever, and 
He wrote as copiously as 
ever, hot appreciably more so. He was 
a@s slent as ever under newspaper attacks; 
_@nd all the thunders of New Engiand 
Preachers could aot keep him from 
gving as usual, to hear Priestly, the Uni- 
tarian, er could extort from him one 
word to negative the accusation that he 
Was an infidel, and the father of mulatto 
_ ehildren.

CHAPTER XLII. 

It would be difficult to name a périod 
in which partisan rancor raged in greater 
violence. Nobody escaped, and slander 
recognized no limit, George Washington 
was denounced as a defaulter, a man who 
had debauched his country, the tool of 
Great Britain, and the dupe of Hamil- 
! ton; James Monroe was abused as a 
| foo] and a bribetaker; and Jefferson was 
assailed as an atheist, a robber of the 
widow and orphan, a father of mulatto 
children, an enemy to law, order and 
property. As to Hamilton, it became nec- 
essary to prove that he was not a core 
rupt treasurer; and he did it by confess- 
ing a filthy, disgraceful amour with a 
married woman named Maria . Reynolds. 
Maria’s husband was a party to the Ii- 
trigue, and Hamilton’s own residence 
was often the place of assignation. 

This violence of political passion seems 
to have had its origin in the Jay treaty 
excitement, Riotous crowds thronged the 
streets of Philadelphia, New York and 
other large cities. Jay was burned in 
effigy, and Hamilton was stoned. Nothing 
but the unwearied efforts of the merchant 
class, the sirength of Washington and 
the alarm which friends of the govern- 
ment began to fee] for itg very existence, 
ever.turned the tide and rammed. that 
Odieus treaty down the throats of the 
people. 

President Adams was inciined to take 
himself as seriously as Washington had 
done; amd to affect an attitude of state- 
liness. In George Washington, form and 
ceremony and a pose of loftiness were 
more or less natural, People conceded all 
that to so great a man. Back of him 
and whatever he might choose to do was 
a record which said, “It is my right.’’ 

Therefore, when George Washington's 
cream-colored coach and his six magnifi- 
cent prancing horses passed through the 
streets of Philadelphia, with liveried white 
servants, outriders, etc., nobody audibly 
lifted the voice of lamentafilon. George 
Washington and “Lady Washington’ 
were unique. a law unto themeseives, a 
noble pair at whom ‘‘filthy democrats’ 
must not rail—except in newspapers, pri- 
vate letters and low-voiced conversation, 

But when John Adams essayed to bend 
this particular bow of Ulysses, the effect 
was not happy.

ington had only felt at the close of his. 
Andrew Jackson had stood against the 
congressional yote of confidence in Wash- 
ington; and Matthew Lyon now began @ 
rebellion against the forms and ceremo- 
nials which Washington had established, 
and which Adams wished to continue. 

Congress was federalist, the fashions 
of the time were federalist, and Lyon was 
democratic, Batteries of ridicule and 
abuse were Opened upon him, as is the 
case always. Lyon was not a scholar, 
but he was far from being either foo! 
or vubgarian, 

His father had lost his life resisting 
British tyranny in Ireland, and Matthew 
Lyon, at the age of 15, had fled to this 
country for refuge. He had received 
some schooling in Ireland and he seems 
to have continued his education in this 
country. Marrying a niece of Ethan Al!- 
lan, he settled in Vermont in 1774, 

His natural position, as an Irishman, 
was with the colonists in their rebellion, 
and he was one of the Green Mountain 
boys, who under Ethan Allen, made the 
capture of Ticonderoga. He continued to 
serve during the war and distinguished 
himself. He was promoted from grade 
to grade wntil he became colonel; and 
after the war he was a leading man in 
Vermont, both ip business and politics. 
His first wife dying, he married the 
daughter of Governor Thomas Chittenden. 
Serving constantly in the legislature, he 
held high positions in the state adminis- 
tration, such as secretary of the doard of 
war and deputy secretary of the council. 
He founded the town of Fair Haven, and 
established manufactoriegs on Poultney 
river. He erected a paper mill, a print- 
ing press, corn mills, saw millg and iron 
works. He was one of the first to make 
paper from the bark of the basswood 
tree. Under his practical touch this rura) 
wilderness which he had settled became 
one of the most flourishing business cen- 
ters in New England, 

From the bark of the forest tree the 
ingenious Irishman made paper, and upon 
this paper of his own make he printed 
the Farmers’ Library, a small journal 
edited by himself and his soOn, James— 
who also set the trpe. He also published 
books ag New Haven, one of these being 
In a sec- 
tion where federalism was intrenched, 
yon made the fight for democracy. He 
met with all kinds of obstacles. Other 
papers would not publish his articles. To 
get a hearing he was compelled to run 
a paper of his own. Defeated time and 
again. for congress, he at length won the 
seat, and 
become a thorn in the flesh of John 
Adams and to federalism generally. 

When he asked to excused from 
childish pageantry of parading through 
the streets to attend upon: the president, 
he was laughed at, and the excuSe con- 
cemptuously granted. But when he per- 
sisted in his~attitude, again sought ex- 
emption from the procession and con- 
public approval Was

Snatching 
up the tongs from the nearest fireplace, 
he strugk his assailant with them, and 
at this turn in the combat the speaker of 
the house regained his parliamentary hab- 
i; and lustily called for ‘“order."’ 

Griswold caught the tongs, Lyon the 
stick, and down they went on the floor, 
Lyon underneath. Members rushed up, 
Griswold's legs were gripped, and he was 
pulled off, Lyon fighting all the time and 
expressing regrets that they had not been 
allowed to fight it out. Griswold had not 
been hurt. Lyon was bruised and bloody. 

And the federalist party gathered all its 
strength to expel from the house—Gris- 
wold? 

No! Lyon and Griswold. 

Bitter, acrimonious debates followed, 
the question being made a party issue, but 
Lyon held his seat. Griswold was not 
even censured. Then Adams determined 
to crush him with the power of the fed- 
eral judiciary. He was arrested, tried 
and convicted under the sedition law for 
an alleged libel which would now pass 
any presidential target without scoring a 
hit, Lyon had accused Adams of avarice, 
vanity and chiidish love of pomp. The 
federal] judge was so shocked at this lan- 
gvage that he threw Lyon into jail and 
fined him $1,000, 

The prisoner was reelected to congress 
while he lay in jail. After the expira- 
tion of his four months’ sentence he would 
still have remained in custody had not 
political and persona] friends taken up a 
collection to pay the fine. Apollos Aus- 
tin, of Vermont, gathered contributions 
in silver and took them south: but Gen- 
eral Stevens Thompson Mason, of Lou- 
doun coynty, Virginia, had ridden north, 
his saddie bags stuffed with gold; and 
it was Mason who paid the fine. From 
his cell the unconquerable Lyon, who had 
refused to ask Adams for clemency, went 
back in triumph to congress. The very 
school houses poured forth their chil- 
dren to swell the ovation which weicomed 
the valiant democrat to liberty, 

Bayard, of Delaware, renewed the effort 
to,expel Lyon from congress, but failed. 

Under the alien and sedition laws many 
others beside Lyon were persecuted and 
punished. Frightened foreigners, most of 
whom were French refugees, fled in ter- 
ror to the ships, and put to sea. Federal] 
judges became hot partizans and stump 
speeches volleyed and thundered from the 
bench. 

The Father of his Country mentally laid 
the farewel] address upon the table, and 
made his way into the thickest of the 
party warfare, All of his influence was 
exerted to bring Patrick Henry over to 
the federal side, and the last flash of the 
sun of this great orator, -who was far 
gone into the evening of life, was in be- 
half of the party of the alien atid sedition 
laws. Washington himself rode 10 miles 
to vote. 

It is a mournful fact that the last flare- 
up of Washington's temper was aroused 
by the mention of the name of dames 
Monroe, whose only sin was that he could 
not hate the French as Hamilton hated 
them. - 

; 

In New York the struggle was one of 
life and death between the factions of 
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proposed to Governor Jay to recall the 
legislature, which had adjourned sine die, 
and to so change the gtate laws as to set 
aside the election just held. John Jay 
was British, aristocratic, and partisan, 
but he was honest, and he scornfully re- 
fused to do Hamilton's @irty work. 

President Adams at length decided to 
have a cabinet he could control. He ask- 
ed Pickering to resign. Timothy said he 
was poor and needed the salary, therefore 
he could not resign. Adams doubtless re- 
membered son in law Smith, whom Pick- 
ering had opposed on the score of his 
poverty, and he dismissed Timothy sum- 
marily. McHenry, secretary of war, also, 
he forced to resign. To fill these va- 
cancies, John Marshall was appointed 
secretary of state and Samuel Dexter 
secretary of war. Oliver Wolcott, the 
most arrant knave of the era, was able 
to hoodwink Mr. Adams completely, and 
his resignation was handed in at his own 
time and on his own terms. He had act- 
ed as British spy in Washington's cabinet, 
concerting with Hammond the plot which 
destroyed Randolph, and he now acted as 
Hamilton's spy in Adams’ cabinet, be- 
traying the secrets of his chief and plot- 
ting the ruin of tRat chief. For Hamil- 
ton, furicus because of the peace with 
France and the miscarrfage of the Miran- 
da scheme, determined to destroy Adams. 
From Wolcott he secured al] the inside 
facts which that traitor could give, and 
Adams confidential adviser actually 
helped to prepare, and did revise, the 
secret pamphlet which was meant to 
transfer federalist votes from Adama, 
presidential candidate, to Pinckney, the 
vice presidential candidate; Should the 
people give a majority vote to the fed- 
eralist titket, Hamjlton’s scheme was to 
put into the presidency a man who had 
not been chosen for that office, and to 
degrade the man who had. Those people 
who berate Aaron Burr for not having 
shown more activity in working for Jef- 
ferson when there was a tie vote between 
them should not overlook the contem- 
porary standard of New York morality. 
Hamilton, Clirton. Rurr—there wasn't a 
trick in the game which elther of these 
political gamblers would not use to win 
the stakes. Hamilton had intended his 
stab at John .Adams to be secret, but 
Aaron Burr also knew how to employ 
spies. Wolcott was Hamilton's spy on 
Adams, and some equally trusted traitor 
was Burr's spy on Hamilton. The pam- 
phiet was no sooner printed than Burr 
had a copy, and was using it with terrible 
effect. The republicans it warned, en- 
couraged. solidified; the federalists it dis- 
mayed, divided overwhelmed with con- 
fusion. 

After the flercest combat ever known, 
Jefferson and Burr were elected—fhe re- 
sult being largely due to Burr's splendid 
victory over Hamilton ih, New: York. 

Mr. Jefferson has said-that the féderal- 
ists, routed at the polls, retreated into 
the. judiciary. ie ae 

This is true. Mr..Adams.and his party 
knew where their haven, their fortress 
was, and they ran, into it. Congress in- 
creased the judgeships, established cir- 
cuits with three judges each, besides at- 
torneys, cierks and marshals. These posts 
were hurriedly filled with stalwart parti- 
zans. President Adams kept on filling up 
th: offices with federalists till 9 o’clock of 
the last night of his term. The whole 
was made a deep, solid 
political color. No republican spot, stripe 
or trimming appeared anywhere to re- 
lieve the dull monotony of federalism. 

Jehn Marshall, already secretary of 
state, was given an additional office. He 
was appointed chief justice, a place from 
which he was to fulminate rank federal- 
ism with authoritative voice for more 
than a generation, 

The time being 
worthy, Mr. Adams

dle iight, continued to countersign. At 
midnight, so the story goes, Levi Lincoln

One of the least happy of the men 
must have been President John Adams! 
His admiinstration condemned, his party 
dead, his secretary watched and arrested 
like a thief In the night. 

It had been bad enough for him at 
his inauguration that the shouts should 
be for George Washington—not for 
Adams; it would be infinitely worse now 
at ifis rival's inauguration, when the 
shouting would be for Thomas Jefferson. 

Who would cheer for John Adams? 

Not the republicans, for they hated him; 
not the federalists, for they loved him 
no more. 

Hamilton had- denounced him, and the 
very men who had slain the federalist 
party accused Adams of the crime. 

Why remain and face'‘the humiliations 
of Inauguration day? Why not order the 
carriage for an early hour and slip away 
from John Randolph's ‘‘yast and deso- 
late city’’ before the crowds were churn- 
ing the mud? In ghort, was it not time 
for John Adams to zg0? 

Home—home to Quincy and to Mistress 
Abinail. Not that he was scared, for fear 
made no approaches to him; but because 
he was not feeling well, because his heart 
Was sore and his temper sour, and his 
mind droopy; and because shame, envy, 
jealousy, rage and disappointment were 
tearing him like evil spirits; he would or- 
der his horses for the early morning and 
go upon an exhibition of petty spite and 
childish petulance, for a@ similar display 
of which the naughty urchin would be 
punitively spanked, eal” 


CHAPTER XLIII. 


Under the old system of conducting 
presidential elections, that candidate who 
received the highest number of votes be- 
came president, the next vice president. 

Mr. Jefferson in 17% had not been a 
candidate for the second place; nobody 
had voted for him to be vice president; 
yet he took the vice presidency, because 
that was the law. Hg and John Adams 
had each striven fof the presidency,; 
while other candidates contested the gec- 
ond place. Yet neither of the candidates 
whom the people had voted for as vice 
president was allowed to serve. 

Such was the law, and it should be re- 
membered in gauging the moral guilt of 
Aaron Burr. 

Thomas Jeffersqgn and Aaron Burr in the 
campaign of 1800 received 73 votes each; 
John Adams, On the opposition ticket, 
had 65. : 

The election was thrown into the house, 
and the law plainly directed that a presi- 
dent should be chosen by the house from 
the candidates who had received the 
highest number of votes. Apparently the 
makers of the constitution intended to 
vegt the house with some discreiion. The 
area of this discretion wag limited, but 
it. was there. Henry Clay and John 
Quincy Adams acted upon thjs idea when 
They afterward comtined to defeat the 
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‘feet of his chief, as Hamilton had done 


will of the people, and to oust the major- 
ity candidete, Andrew Jackson. 

They were punished politically for this 
combination, but. bistory has not placed 
Clay and Adams*in her rogues’ gallery. 

Now in 1800 the custom as to presidential 
elections was not settled. By law, the 
electoral colleges were vested with the 
power of choosing for president and vice 
president men whose names had not been 
before the people at all. The Hamiltonian 
anti-democratic plan gave them this pow- 
er for the express purpose of depriving 
“the great heast” of the right to choose 
its rulers. Only by the irresistible force 
of popular sentiment have the electors 
beey made the mere registers of the wilj 
of the people. 

In 1800 the ideas controlling the case 
were sO vague that pobody claimed the 
election of Jefferson to the first place and 
Burr to the second. 

Ballots did not specify for which place 
the presidential cagdidate had contested. 
Therefore the republican ticket of 1800 

te an 46s (3 rr—-repre sent- 
ed by 73 votes in the electoral college. 

These two names being the highéat, the 
law required that they should both go 
before the house to be voted for as can- 
didates for the presidency. ’ 

Now, then, what ought Burr to have 
done? 

His party had not intended him for the 
presidency—no _voter had so intended. 
Should he take the office by operation of 
law? Jf coagress chose to exercise its 
discretion and make him the president, 
should he accept. 

That is the case, and the whole case. 
Jefferson had taken the office of vice 
president by operation of law, excluding 
the candidate who had been chosen by 
the people for that lower place. Should 
the rule work both ways? 

A man of the nicest honor Nike John 
Jay ‘or James Madison would not have 
hesitated. He would have spurned even 
the appearance of evil, would not have 
ailowed his name used to defeat the will 
of the people, would not have allowed 
political enemies in congress to thrust 
upon him an office which political friends 
had not intended to give. When federal- 
ism resorted to strategy to divide and 
conquer the republicans by elevating Burr 
over Jefferson, the simplest dictates of 
honor required that Burr should stand by 
his friends and help to defeat the plots 
of the enemy. 

That he did not do so was his unpardon- 
able sin—unforgiven by his party and by 
the historian. 

He did not actively aid the federfllists. 
He stayed at Albany, where his daughter 
was about to marry, and where legislative 
dutics engaged him. He wrote a letter 
repudiating the plot of the federalists 
and declining to gtve aid to the intrigue. 

His attitude was that of ‘Hands off.” 
‘Tie may have meant that federalism 
should consider him a Barkis who was 
willing, but there js no proof that he went | 

rther than that. 
a to Hamilton, the record is positive- 
ly painful. To see @ really great man 
degrade himself to gratify a personal 
spleen is neyer an inspiring sight. 

During the previous campaign, Hemil- 
ton had exerted himself in a most treach- 
erous, unscrupulous manner to have 
Pinckney, the vice presidential candidate 
on the federalist ticket, come in ahead of 
John Adams. 

Now that federalism was snowed under, 
he set himself to sow discord between 
Jefferson and Burr. 

He wrote to that wily knave Oliver 
Wolcott a letter which !s surely one of 
the meanest extant. After denouncing 
Burr for being bankrupt, Hamilton, who 
was himself insolvent, says in reference 
to Burr’s supposed ambition to be presi- 
dent: 

“Yet it may be well to throw out a lure 
for him, in order to tempt him to start 
for the piace, and then lay the foundation 
ef disunion between the two chiefs.”” So 
it would seem that Burr needed tempt- 
ing, required a lure, and the federalists 
were to lay the net In order to bring about 
strife between Jefferson and Burr. 

When it is borne in mind that it was 
the politica] strategy of the federalists 
to play off one of these republican chiefs 
against the other, and the only pretense 
of evidence we have against Burr as to 
his conduct at thig time comes from fed- 
eralst sources, the whole case assumes 
a new aspect. 

Had Burr been willing to go to Wash- 
ington and canvass for the presidency, 
had he made the pledges which the Bay- 
ards of federalism demanded, and which 
Jefferson's friends (unknown to Jefferson) 
did make, there can be no doubt that he 
would have been president of the United 
States. It only needed that he should 
crook his finger in the way of active self- 
help. 

And had Aaron Burr become president 
who can say that he would not have 
made a good one—ags good as R. B. 
Hayes, for example? 

There were,turns in the -tide of na- 
tional fortunes during the next few years 
when his indomitable courage, hig fer- 
tility of resource, his decision of char- 
acter, his address and firmness, might 
have been infinitely valuable to his coun- 
try. Let us deal justly with this man. 
His nature had in it the seeds of good 
and of evil, and when his fortunes be- 
came desperate he sOured on a world 
which he thought had been too hard on 
him, and the evil of hig nature devel- 
oped, It made him a criminal, an out- 
law, an Ishmaelite. 

But who is so very wise ag to know 
that, had guccess continued to reward his 
ambition, he would not have identified 
that ambition with the best interests of 
his native land? 

Burr's ability was conceded. He had 
been a brilliant soldier. As New York's 
attorney general and as United States 
senator his record was 80 good that his 
name had been voted for in the electoral 
college twice before this. By sheer force 
of will and intellect he had wrested New 
work from the Hemilton-Schuyler fac- 
tion, in defiance of the money power and 
the wuitra-British aristocracy. It was be- 
lieved that hi® morals were loose, put 
there had been no sickening Maria Rey- 
nolds e es about him, and his fam- 
ily relations were as beautiful as those 
of Jefferson himself. 

It was thought that he was politically 
tricky, but nobody had accused him of be- 
traying his own party. His tricks were 
weapons aimed at the opposition, and they 
were popular with the republicans, fér 
they had gained New York, He had 
never knifed a friend, as Hamilton and 
Wolcott stabbed John Adams. He had not 
tried to cut the ground from under the 


in the recent campaign. He was a hard 
fighter, a fertile schemer, a selfish office- 
hunter, a man whose Opinion of human 


became recogriized as a distinct ti#henhe 
was a New York politician. 

He founded Tammany, and set it going 
upon its mission—heavenward or heil- 
ward, according to the point of view. 
Health and récreation were not his politi- 
cal objects. Patriotism and principies 
were not supposed to be disturbers of his 
slumbers. Politics was a game, its stakes 
the spoils of office. The loser got out; the 
-winner got in. Against one’s adversary 
all was fear—for it was war. Hard blows 
were to be given and taken, mines to be 
sprung and counter-mines detected; nets 
to be laid and spares avoided. 

This was New York politics, mildly 
drawn, and the record shows that Burr 
was no whit worse than the average. 

So immoral had become the tone that 
Alexander Hamilton, wishing to shirk the 
French treaty of 1778, had argued to 
Washington that the change of govern- 
ment in France had annulled the con- 
tract, and wishing to set aside the presi- 
dential candidate already virtually chosen 
by the people of New York, had ap- 
plied to Governor Jay to reconvene the 
old federalist legislature in extra sessian, 
so that a new election by districts could 
be ordered and the will of the people de- 
feated, So far had the feet of reputable 
statesmen wandered from the path of 
common rectitude that Hamilton paid the 
husband of his paramour almost as reg- 
ularly as he paid his @ook, used Wolcott 
as a spy upon Adams and entered upon a 
secret league with Miranda to draw 
Washington and the United States army 
into wild expeditions of conquest. in 
the Students’ History of the United 
States the learned author (who makes a 
profession of history at Harvard) alludes 
to Aaron Burr as. ‘‘a disreputable poli- 
ticlan, who had been nominated for the 
vice presidency because he controlled the 
votes of New York.’ It is a great pity 
that American students should be taught 
history in any such ramshackle style as 
that. 

Profestor Channing ought to know that 
at the time Burr was nominated with Jef- 
ferson he was no more of a “disreputable 
politician” than Jefferson himseif, Burr's 
standing in the republic was absolutely 
&s good as Jefferson’s, and his elevation 
to that high office was less dreaded by 
the opposition than that of Jefferson. é 

As proof of this, examine the Jetters and 
writings of one of the purest, ablest of 
contemporary Americans—Charies Car- 


witness ought to be conclusive, for he had 
every opportunity to know the men and 
the circumstances, he was impartial as 


Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, had long 
known both Jefferson and Burr. he had 


Places with conspicuous patriotism and 
ability, 

With a “disreputable politician’ it is 
simply incredible that he ghould heave had 
any sympathy 

If ever there was a purist in politics and 
religion, it was this old Roman of Mary- 


zen anywhere. Reputed to be the richest 
man in America, he had studied and 
traveled abroad, knew the leading men 
of Europe almost as well as he did those 
of America, ang his record as a patriot, 
a Christian, a statesman proud of his 
country and anxious for its future, ren- 
ders it impossible for him to have been 
wiling to see “a disreputable politician” 
president of the United States. 

Yet in a letter to Alexander Hamilton, 
dated August 27, 1800, Mr. Carroll states 
his preference for Burr over Jefferson, 
placing it. upon Burr's decision of charac- 
ter. 

Again, in February, 1801, Mr. Carroll 
writes to his son, “Il hope Burr will be 
chosen by the house of representatives.” 

Further on, in the same letter, this 
stanch federalist gives It as his opinion 
that Mr. Jefferson is unfit to govern this 
or any other country. 

‘Burr, I suspect, is not less a hypocrite 
than Jefferson, but he is a firm, steady 
man, and possessed, it is said, of great 
energy and decision.”’ 

Here we have Burr's reputation given 
by a contemporary. Shrewd Mr. Carroil 
suspects that Burr may be as hypocritica] 
as Jefferson, but the reputation which 
Burr has made convinces the Maryland 
statesman that Burr is “firm, steady, de- 
cisive, and energetic.’’ This is the testi- 
mony of a political enemy to both candi- 
dates, given in confidence to a son at the 
time the two candidates are before the 
people, 

Is not this evidence more convincing as 
‘to how Burr siood in 1800 than the mere 
word of a Harvard professor a century 
afterwards? Later on, during the great 
fight in New York, when Hamilton, the 
federalist, joined forces with the demo- 
eratic factions of Clinton and Livingston 
to destroy Burr, Mr. Carroll disapproved 
the course of his friend Hamilton. He 
was evidently ofgthe opinion that Hamil- 
ton, blinded by personal hatred to Burr, 
was josing a great politica] opportunity. 

The results vindicated Mr. Carroll's 
foresight. Hamilton gratified his spleen 
but lost his party and his life. 

If history be worfh writing at all, it 
Ought to be written right—with a scorn 
for false precedent, and a fearless deter- 
mination to find out the truth—and then 
tell it. To jog along repeating statements 
which owe their authority only to repeti- 
tion, is slovenly, a wrong to the dead as 
wel] as to the living and the unborn, 

The present writer is not partisan of 
Aaron Burr, and is making in his behalf 
new special plea, but the author who says 
that Burr's standing as a man, a Jawyer 
and a politician was bad in the year 1800 
simply shuts his eyes to facts. 

Turn now to the opinion of Gouverneur 
Morris, senator from New York, a fed- 
eralist who knew all about Both Jefferson 
and Burr. In a letter to Hamiiton, Jan- 
uary 26, 1801, Morrts states that the fed- 
éralists after full consideration are in- 
clined to support Burr in preference to 
Jefferson. Why? Because, as Bayard, 
of Delaware, afterwards stated on the 
floor of the house, they considered Burr 
the best man of the two. 

They believed Jefferson to be “infected 
with all the cold-blooded vices,’’ and to 
be full of “dangerous principles." They 


istrate of America who shall be a slave 
to Virginia.” 

As to Burr, they considered him “as 
equal In worth to Jefferson, or equally 
yold of it.”” The difference between the 
two is that Burr's “defeats do not arise 
from want of energy or vigor.” 

They believe that “to courage Burr 
adds generosity,” and that he “cannot 
be branded with the charge of ingrati- 
tude.”’ 

Thus we have the testimony of two of 
the most prominent federalists in Amer- 
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If Burr had been c n there would 
have been no revolt; Jefferson says 
this himself.

A student of the situation will be im- 
pressed with the fact that, independent 
of Hamilton, the other two considerations 
would have compelled the choice of Jef- 
ferson. 

With Hamilton the least of his motives 
Was patriotic. His Spition of Jefferson 
was as bad a ome ag one man could 
have of another. But Jefferson did not 
live in New York; burr did, and that 
fact made a worl@ of difference. It was 
simply intolerable to Hamilton to have 
his detested local rivhi! elected to the 
presidency, and He exerted what influ- 
ence he could to have Jefferson chosen. 

What that influence was is not 60 
clear. 

Vermont, Delaware and Maryland were 
the pivotal states, and it is not certain 
that Hamilton controlled either. The 
vote of any one of these would be 
enough to elect Jefferson. Pugnacious 
and incorruptible Matthew Lyon was 
one of the representatives from Vermont, 
and the nephew of Gouverneur Morris 
was the other. Gouverneur Morris was 
senator from New York, and had his 
Own jealousy and dislike of Burr, his 
Own independent ane honorable belief 
that the choice of the people should be 
respected by congress, and favored Jef- 
ferson from the first. That his nephew 
absented himse™® and allowed Lyon to 
cast thé whole vote of Vermont for 
Jefferson was probably due to the influ- 
ence of the rich, adroit, powerful New 
York senator, Gonverneur Morris.

As to Bayard, of Delaware, he 
mephistopheles of the whole 
extended his open palms in 
tions, seeking gifts. 
bought the presidency through Bayard. 
Jefferson could have arranged a deal 
through Bayard. Neither would trade 
with him. Yet he voted for Burr thirty- 
five times and not once for Jefferson! On 
the final ballot, when his yote did not af- 
fect the result, he voted a blank piece of 
paper. In 1802 he explained his vote on 
the floor of congress by Saying that in 
voting for Aaron Burr he was supporting 
“the one whom he thought the greater 
and better man.” Yet schoiarly Henry 
Cabot Lodge and voluminous Historian 
Hildreth allege that Thomas Jefferson 
owed his election to Bayard. 

Evidence of this federalist’s purity is 
furnished in a letter of his to Hamilton 
(1801), in which he expresses contempt for 
Burr because of his failure to “deceive 
one blockhead and buy two corruption- 
ists."’ It was the vote of Matthew Lyon, 
throwing Vermont to Mr. Jefferson, whiak 
ended the long contest, and the fact that 
Lyon would so vote was never doubtful. 
The decisive thing to do was to get Lewis 
R. Morris, his colleague, out of the way, 
so that Lyon could cast the whole vole, 
and there is no evidence that either Bay- 
ard or Hamilton controlled Lewis R. MMor-

We think Mr. Jefferson made a mistake 
in all this, for he wounded pride, hurt 
feelings and accomplished no good. But 
when William Eleroy Curtis finds the 
source of the war of 1812 in Mr. Jeffer- 
son's behavior to the British minister, 
he becomes a source of amusement. Two 
Italian states once went to war about an 
old well bucket, and ten thousand lives 
were lost in the debaté; a coarse joke 
flung at Honry II of England. by the 
king of France and a contemptuous ref- 
erence by Frederick of Prussia to Madame 
de Pompadour, may have been the sparks 
which set war-flames to burning in those 
countries, as we have al] heard, but if 
personalities caused the war of 1812 at 
all, we should go further back than the 
era of Jefferson's old slippers and cor- 
duroy breeches, We would certainly have 
ty return to ‘Nat shameful scene in Lon- 
don in the year 1786, when the king of 
England, in his own house, and before 
ali his court, wilfully and deliberately 
snubbed the ambassador of the United 
States. 

But all this is idle. Great Britain and 
America did not go to war on account of 
King George's rudeness nor Jefferson’s 
heelless slippers. The causes which led 
to the clash lav deeper.

OF MACEDONIAN STRIFE 


(From The London Leader.) 
Although Sofia affects surprise at the 
renewed activity of the insurgent bands 
in Macedonia, and claims to regard the 
movement as local and premature, few 
persons will be found in Turkey and none 
certainly in the disturbed provinces them- 
selves, to indorse this comfortable opin- 
ion.

tion of a part of the plans drawn up Dy 
the Bulgarian organizers, who see abdout 
their bloodshed, their dynamite outrages, 
and bomb throwing with all the orderli- 
ness of bank clerks, Nor, assuredly, can 
the movement be described as local. 
Scene cf the Rising. 
Probably but few persons in these 
islands have had occasion to study the 
geography of the three Turkish provinces

FROM BLOOM TO “OPEN BOLL” 


The present maturing cotton crop is 
probably more generally late than has 
been any crop for many years. It, 
therefore. is an interesting problem as to 
what extent and how late we may count 
on the “squares” or ‘‘forms’ now 4s- 
suming zhaye ard vet to appear. Jt has 
always been a debatable question how 
late in the fall blooms may be counted 
on to produce well-matured open boils. 
Of course, it depends finally on the 
date of the first killing frost—a cold suf- 
ficiently severe to freeze the untimely and 
immature bolls; 
the character of the weather immediately 
following. Every farmer is supposed to 
know about what time such ki‘ling weath- 
er usually occurs. It yaries considerably, 
some years occurring a month, or even 
six weeks, later than in others. I re- 
member the abnormal season of 1849. 
There were on a few moderate fre zes 
between January 1 and March 1. The 
farmers planted their crops of corn and 
cotton some weeks in advance of the 
usual time. But on April 15, a severe 
freeze, including sleet ard snow in some 
sections of Georgia, destroved every stalk 
of cotton and corn and ruined the wheat 
and cat crops. 

liowever, the crons were again planted, 
the seasons following, throughout the sum- 
mer and fall, were all that heart could 
desire, and the “killing frost” did not 
occur (where I was) until late in Decen:- 
ber. Indeed, I remember seeing cotton 
blooms on the living plants on December

They are, they say, warring, not only 
against the Turks, but against society at 
large, with the set purpose of inducing 
such a state of affairs as must force 
“Europe” to intervene, though how the 
intervention is to be operated is not ap- 
parently their concern. 
Trying the Turks. 

Of course, they desire, as they admit, 
so to stir up Turkish feeling as to bring 
about massacres of Christians by Mos- 
lems. But this is merely as a means to 
the end, and because they Know that 
when Turks begin to massacre they sur- 
round thelr slaughter with every circum- 
I think it quite likely 
succeed in carrying out 
this dreadful purpose. At present, 
during the past trying months, the Turks, 
one and all, authorities, troops, and pop- 
ulace have behaved with admirable tem- 
per in circumstances of grave provoca- 
tion. Their demeanor, indeed—save in one 
or two isolated cases—such as that of 
Smerdesh near Monastir (where admit- 
tedly they wrought horrors among un- 
offending villagers)—has called forth eu- 
logy from the foreign representatives and 
from all European residents. But this 
temper will not last forever. The Turk- 
ish troops in Macedonia—a very large 
force—are all Asiatics, and are drawn 
from the three classes of reserves—the 
Redif, Mustafaz, and Ilaveh. They are 
not paid, they are mostly ill-clad, and in 
very many cases they had to join the 
colors, leaving their fields unsown, They 
know, therefore, that their families 
very near starvation and that the com- 
ing winter will be most bitter to them. 
And thanks to the tireless activity of the 
bands they are being worked off their 
feet, and get no rest, day or night. 
not too much to say that we are getting 
perilously near to that time of massacre 
and atrocity which M. Sarafoff and his 
associates are anxious to bring about. 
As for those gentlemen, 
organizers of the insurrection, it 
possible, if one leaves aside the 
ties of the question (which it is not my pur- 
pose to discuss here), 
audacity, their bravery, 
fastness of purpose. They are no cham-

There are always, and.  al- 
ways will be, men of large capacity and 
tremendous force with whom the upper- 
most consideration of life is self aggran- 
dizement. Young men are dazzled and 
their eyes are blinded by the splendid 
success Of such men and they become 
completely absorbed by like a passion. The 
corrective influence of a liberal education, 
Which opens the eyes to the view of more 
satisfying things than the mere possession 
of wealth and power, and thus offers a 
more attractive field for the exercises of 
the energies of life, though good as far as 
it goes, is not sufficient to stay the tide 
which is rising to such alarming propor- 
tions. The influence of those who have 
made and are making brilliant financial 
is being more and more felt 
and unless some practical and efficient 
remedy can be applied, there is danger 
that it may soon get beyond the control 
of the body politic. We could well afford 
to wait a generation if there were any 
prospect or probability that the waiting 
would prove profitable or that these nat- 
ural corrections would be efficacious, but 
there is no reason for any such hope, and 
the sooner we apply the remedy the bet- 
ter. 

“Society could afford to let alone the 
men who set the passion for wealth and 
power above every other consideration, 
if they would confine themselves to meth- 
ods that are not violative of the rights of 
others; but when they lay their hand on 
the bone and snew of the country and 
seek to breBh aside as though he had no 
rights which they were bound to respect, 
the man who is honestly trying to make 
a ,living, though in a small way, by the 
use of fair and decent methods; when 
they come to be utterly disregardful of 
the rights of others and adopt methods 
which ere a positive detriment to the well 
being of the community at large, then the 
community, through its laws, should step 
in, not in a spirit of retaliation, but in 
the loftiest spirit of the man who only 
engages in combat for self-defense and

‘What greater evil, Mr. President, can 
be imagined than a condition in which 
monopolies have stifled all competition?

* That Is Given Her 


Instructions Issued to Her Colonial 
Minister To Stop All Abuses, 
Especially Those Directed 
at Women Now Held 
in Slavery.

Amsterdam, August 29.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina does not cherish the title of ‘‘big- 
gest slave-holder in the world,” and has 
authorized her young colonial minister, 
Idgnburg, to prosecute with the utmost 
severity the investigations into the Java 
and Sumatra slavery charges to the ef- 
fect that Dutch-Indian planters misuse 
native workmen to such an extent, as 
to make them worse off than coolies, 
abject slavery being the rule in. the in- 
terior parts, where Netherland authority 
is absolute. Not only do the natives go 
unpaid for work performed, they are 
subjected to harsh and inhuman treat- 
ment, the nine-tailed cat and long im- 
prisonment, without sufficient water and 
food, being among the punishments for 
refusal to work a certain number of days 
every’ month. Queen Wilhelmina was also 
informed that her strict orders against 
punishment of women are being circum- 
vented by a new cruel process. 

Women Exposed to Tropical Sun. 

The Dutch slave-holders now punish na- 
tive women by forcing them to lie naked 
in the open for from 7 to 14 days, one 
foot and one arm being chained together. 
In that way they are subject in day 
time to the equatorial sun and at night 
to a host of insects, among others red 
ants that often eat women victims of 
Dutch slave-holders alive. 

Queen Wilhelmina is determined that 
the-misuse of native labor in her In- 
dian possessions must céase, and Minis- 
ter Idenburg has instructions to bring 
about a change for the better no matter 
who gets hurt. 


SACRED RELIC 
STARTS PLAGUE

. Thronging Cathedral in 
Kremlin, 


Moscow, August 29.—The czar donated 
a mantle of the new saint, Seraphim, to 
the cathedral in the Kremlin, which 
since then is daily beleaguered by thou- 
sands of cripples, insane and hysterical 
persons waiting to Kiss the relic and be 
cured of their ills. As a consequence the 
air in and about the church has become 
so contaminated with disease that the 
public health is threatened.

Well, 
We will give these——reasons for com- 
plaining of ill-treatment to the emper- 
or. Send him flying, boys.’ 
“Accordingly, the guards grabbed 
me again by head and feet and threw 
me into a subterranean v ult below.

London, August 21.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—Instead of writing stories, as by 
every argument he should do, Israel 
Zangwill goes on giving more and more 
time to helping on the cause of Zionism, 
trying to get the Hirsch bequest admin- 
istered according to his ideas, and gen- 
erally working in the interests of his 
race. But he contrives to be interesting, 
whatever direction his energies may take. 
Especially the other day when he discov- 
ered the rather hostile attitude which 
England is taking up toward Jewish im- 
migrants. ‘‘No country ought t6 be afraid 
of aliens,”’ said ‘“‘The Children of the 
Ghetto'’s’’ author, “if she is able to di- 
gest them.

ROTTERDAM.—I have just had an iIn- 
terview with one who is well posted on 
all Congo affairs, and in direct touch with 
the Free State government at Brussels. 
I am told that Mr. Beernaert, minister 
of state and one of Belgium's ablest 
statesmen, as well as the famous old 
Baron Lambermunt, who has for s80 
many years managed the department of 
foreign affairs, are both strongly opposed 
to the present system of concessions and 
monopolies at work in the Congg Free 
State. 

In openly expressing their’ opinion on 
this matter to King Leopold, they have 
rather shocked the astute ruler and Irri- 
tated him, for fe opinion of two such 
men as these, who have been connected 
with nearly every,international conven- 
tion, eonference and congress that has 
taken place for the past quarter Of a 
century, is not to be disregarded, and 
yet it may ‘be said that they both strong- 
ly express the opinion that the anti-Con- 
go campaign now being carried On in 
England is not as uncalled for as the 
partisans @f the Congo Free State beileve 
it to be.

The many arbitrations made neces 
Sary under the enforcement of the 


new franchise tax law have served to‘ 
draw the attention of the people, as it: 


has never been drawn before, to the 
absolute impossibility’ of securing 
through this system of arbitrations 
that uniformity of taxation guaranteed 
by the copatitution of the state. 

Heretofore there have been arbitra 
tions over the returns of railroads, but 
they have been by no means general 
and it was always an easy matter to 
reach an understanding with the rel- 
ative values of tangible property as a 
basis from which to work; this new 
law, however, involving as it does the 
necessity for placing a valuation upon 
something entirely intangible, has 
given rise to wide differences of opin- 
ion out of which there have, necessa- 
rily, grown almost as many different 
arbitrations as there are railroads and 
public utility corporations in the state. 
As each arbitration board acts without 
any reference to any other, and as 
there is no established basis to guide 
the members of the boards, it is not 
only possible but probable that the 
findings will differ one from another 
in all essentials. a 

This will be in no sense the fault of 
the members of the boards. It is cer- 
tain that these gentlemen will all do 
their utmost to reach an equitable and 
just award in every casé,,and the re- 
sults will be ‘accepted in good faith. 
They will probably be as satisfactory 
as is possible under a system which 
provides a separate board for each ar- 
bitration, and it is taken for granted 
there will be no good ground for criti- 
cism of the individual awards; but 
there must inevitably be the best of 
reasons for condemning a system out 
of which there is no possibility of 
uniformity of assessment and from 
which comes the possibjlity of injus- 
tice being done the staté. 

The weakness of this arbitration 
scheme is apparent on its face. It 
opens the way to injustice as between 
corporate tax payers, the franchise 
property ef one being assessed on an 
entirely different basis from that of 
another; it opens the way to injustice 
to the state, and therefore to all other 
tax payers of the state, by furnishing 
the possibility for some or all of the 
corporations to escape paying their 
proper share of taxes; it makes pos- 


sible the absolute variance from year | 


to year of the frfnchise assessment of 
the corporations liable to this tax, for 
the action of the boards of arbitration 
this year are in no sense binding upon 
next year’s boards, nor need they be 
followed by the roads in making their 
next year’s returns; it may even open 
the way to impugning the motives of 
arbitrators and umpires, no matter 
how fair and honest they may be, and 


to wranglings and discord of various | 


kinds. 

The fault, we repeat, is not at all 
with the men selected to aet under 
the law providing for this method of 
settlement, but with the law itself. 

We call attention to the weakness of 
the arbitration system as this time, 
before the awards have been made, 
for the express purpose of making it 
clear that the objections we have to 
the system are in no sense dependent 
upon what this year’s boards will do. 
We discuss the question on the pre 
sumption that the results of this 
year’s arbitrations will be satisfactory 
to all concerned and yet, even in gen- 
eral acquiescence in those results, the 
weaknesses of the arbitration system 
must be apparent to everybody. 

The necessity for a change Is cer- 
tain to impréss itself upon the mem- 
bers of the legislature and it is to be 
expected that at the next session of 
that body some fairer and juster sys- 
tem will be provided—some system 
under which uniform treatment will 
be given the corporations and the 
state may be assured that franchise 
properties, and all others, bear their 
just share of the tax burden. 

It is to the highest interest of every 
tax payer that the assessment of all 
classes of property should be uniform. 
Whether the tax rate is high or low 
makes little difference so long as the 
tax payer is assured that his property 
is assessed no higher than that of 
every other tax payer. 

Different plans for bringing this 
about have been successfully adopted 
in other states. We are wedded to no 
particular method; but it does seem 
an anomalous condition that the state 
should place itself in a position where 
jt is compelled to arbitrate anything.

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The Indian Scandals. 

Each day’s developments in the cur- 
sory investigation being made into 
posta] and Indian bureau affairs dem- 
onstrates more clearly that the re- 
publican party stands for official dis- 
honesty and corruntion.

The postal crooks have been ama- 
teurs in comparison with those offi- | 
ciais of the government who have 
been engaged in sand-bagging the 
poor Indian, and incidentally the gov- 
ernment. As far as it has developed, 
the Indian scandal seems to indicate 
an uncontrollable desire on the part 
of officials to whom the opportunity | 
presented itself to use the positions 
they hold for the purpose of grafting 
and other illegitimate methods of en- 
riching themselves. Everybody who 
has had connection with Indian affairs 
seems to have been working overtime 
in playing the official instruments of 
the republican party—the loot. 

The members of the Dawes commis- 
sion, presumed to be a sort of high 
court in the administration of Indian 
affairs and clothed with great author- 
ity, are under charges. From Indian 
Territory comeg the story that Tams 
Bixby, president of the commission, is 
president of the Canadian Valley 
Trust Company, which is purchasing 
and leasing from the Indians valuable 
lands; that another of the commis- 
Sioners, guardians they -are—officially 
for the Indians and trustees for the 
government, is a member of this same 
company, whose method of getting 
hold of the Indians ig thus described: 

The Dawes commission formerly oc- 
cupied the ground floor of a certain 


building and all the Indians came tu 
known this as the place where they 
would be secured in their rights and 
fortunes. The commission suddenly 
moved its offices upstairs in the same 
building, and then these ‘commission- 
ers and their employees continued to 
act downstairs as. officers of their 
“trust company,” obtaining valuable 
leases and contracts for the sale of 
lands from the unsuspecting, ignorant 
Indians whose rights they were sworn 
to protect and who naturally thought 
they were all the time dealing with 
the members of the commission in 
their official capacity. The members 
of the commission, so the stories go, 
have acted in a way to perpetuate 
their power, making contracts in 
which they have named themselves as 
executants; they have exceeded their 
powers in taking part in laying out 
towh sites so as to benefit those lands 
they have obtained in such question- 
able ways from the Indians; they have 
not only secured these lands for them- 
selves, through their company, but 
they have incidentally worked great 
hardships upon many innocent white 
purchasers of lands. 

It is charged that the United States 
marshal and his deputy, who would 
naturally be the prosecuting officers, 
are themselves involved; and it Is 
now discovered that the inspector 
sent out by the interior department to 
investigate is himself under charges 
of a somewhat similar character in 
connection with a company which is 
seeking to despoil the Indians of their 
lands. 

A pretty mess it is, from beginning 
to end. The intertor department and 
the department of justice are both en- 
gaged in investigating, but the dis- 
closures, concerning these important 
officials will necessarily discount any 
investigation the republican adminis- 
tration can make. When congress as- 
kembles its first act should be to pro- 
vide for a non-partisan , investigation, 
an investigation which will develop 
all the facts without fear or favor.

sioner, out to the Philippine islands 
to investigate conditions there. For- 
tune was not particularly impressed 
with the moral aspect of things in the 
wake of the American army and, what 
is worse, he has had the temerity to 
say so, Writing in The New York 
Evening Post of social conditions in 


Manila, he says: 

There are relatively few American 
white women in the Philippine islands. 
Those who are there have to go away 
once every two years to renew their life. 
The climate eats them up. Where white 
women cannot live. permanently, white 
men will not, 

This pregnant fact ig the parent of 
many evils in the socia] life of the Phil- 
ippine islands, which are so glaring that 
they cannot escape the notice of the 
most casual obgrver. Marriages between 
white American men and Filipino women 
are regarded with as much horror as 
marriages between blacks and. whites in 
Tennessee, A white chief of bureau who 
marrigd a Filipino woman W®s shunned 
by his assgclates and hounded by his 
superiors so that he was giad_to find 
eeclusion in a@ commen clerkship in an- 
Other department; but, being a coimmpe- 
tent man, he gradually recovered his ol- 
ficial posMion, but not his social position. 
Just before I left Manila, in May -last, 
tue lbocal press was full of the story of 
a Filipino woman who was deserted by 
her Americaw husband. The story was 
as follows: A Filipino woman in one of 
the provinces married an American. 
They lived together for some time. One 
day the Americah told his wife he was 
compelled to go to Indja on business. Af- 
ter his departure his wife became sus- 
picious and followed him to Manila. She 
discovered that he had_ taken passage 
on an army transport, then lying in the 
harbor, bound for the-states. She ap- 
peaied to the civil authoritles to pre- 
vent her husband from deserting her, as 
the Manila ne@wsuap-rs phrased it, 
she was told that they had no author- 
ity. She then appealed to the military 
guthorities, according to the local news- 
papers, and got a like answer. The poor 
woman, deserted and heartbroken, was 
Standing on the shore as the transport 
Swept out of the glorious bay. 

But this sort of agony avoided in 
the main by not marrying and giving in 
marriage. I was seated in the third- 
story room of a house in the Tondo dis- 
of Manila one afternoon in April 
last. The weather was warm and Sticky. 
All the windaws and doors in sight were 
wide open. Across the Way there wasea 
row of two-story tenement houses, eleven 
in number. My frieng suddenly suid: 
“There is .a condition for you. Those 
“yen houses are occupied by eleven 
American men and eleven Filipino wom- 
en, The house on the extreme left is 
occupled by a colored American, who 
is married to the Filipino woman. The 
Other ten houses are oCcupied by ten 
white Americans, who afe not married 
to the Filipino women. You wil find 
(nat all of these men occupy suboidinate 
positions im the eivi} government. ' They 
are never seen outside the house with 
these women, and they leave them when 
they tire of them. The condition is * 
cgmmon one here and in the provinces 
and it is much to he regretted.’’ And

without having to reckon with Uncle 
Sam. It is not probable that he would 
ever have permitted any little misun- 
derstanding with the United States to 
bring him to war with this country, 
it being much easier and much more 
profitable to make any reparation that 
might he demanded, as he did with 
Russia, than to fight. But it must 
not be supposed that the Turk cannot 
fight. His little scrimmage with the 
Greeks a few years since demonstrat- 
ed that he is no less a first-class fight- 
ing man under present-day conditions 
than in those earlier days when he 
was the terror of the world. 

The sultan can turn into the field 
more than one million soldiers, and 
with no very great delay. Just now, 
when the indications are strong for 
real war in the Balkans, the experts 
are finding much to interest them in 
speculating upon the possible strength 
of the Turkish army. A _ military 
writer in The St. James Gazette re- 
fers to the interesting fact that in 
1897, during the war with Greece, the 
sultan mobilized 600,000 men witsout 
apparent effort. That campaign, 
though brief, served as an object les- 
son, showing not only the devotion 
and endurance of the Turkish soldier, 
but the rapidity of mobilization of the 
army, Since then a number of 
changes have been made in the or- 
ganization of the war department or 
bureau with a view to perfecting it 
along German lines.

The experience of the war with 
Greece demonstrated that the nizam 
and the redif troops are all splendid 
soldiers. The individual soldier is in- 
spired by the Mohammedan conviction 
that death in war means immediate 
transportation to a heaven which con- 
tains for him an array of beautiful 
wives, and there is no better fighting 
material on ‘the face of the earth. 
The army, according to the views of 
these military experts, ig well organ- 
ized and equipped with modern weap 
ons.

@ervers that it is most effective in 
deterring criminals. Why? Because it 
is most dreaded, in short it is severe. 
This punishment cannot be legally im- 
posed in our state, yet Mamie DeCris 
received it not because she had violated 
public laws, but because ehe violated Al- 
lagood’s rules, the violation of which waa 
offensive to nobody but him and mem- 
bers of his family, and in inflicting that 
penalty he was both judge and jury. One 
principle that pervades Anglo-Saxon in- 
stitutions and is the foundation in ad- 
ministering iaw in all civilized communt 
ties is that the triers of offenders ¢hal) 
be disinterested and impartial A prese- 
cutor has no place on a jury. Although 
the rules of the penitentiary tolerate what 
Allagood did the fact remains true that 
he, the aggrieved party, passed on this 
woman's offense and punished her in a 
way the courts could not do. One natural- 
ly inquires how could he do this legally? 
Is the creature above the creator? Can 
an agent do what his principal could not 
do? Js a deputy penitentiary warden 
above the aupreme power of the state? 
Are the penitentiary rules higher law 
than the constitution? 

Let us suppose Allagood had heen a 
considerate man, who, realizing that it 
would be in violation of all principles of 
common justice for him to be a judge 
to try and punish even a conwict against 
whom he had a personal grievance, and 
to this end had called in disinterested 
and fair-minded men to try the womar 
for insubordination. Who believes that 
such a tribunal] would have sentenced her 
to suffer a sé@verer penalty for insub- 
ordination that the courts can inflict for 
crime? Fair-minded men, men of aver- 
age humanity, would have not imposed 
such a penalty and men of average rea- 
son would have known it was excessive. 
Only jawyers might have considered it tl- 
legal.

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In South Georgia. 
(From The Washington Post.) 
There has ever been a class of men in 
the south who, overcoming a natural in- 
dolence born of a hot climate, go at their 


work with all the vim and push of their 
vankee brethren, and who display all the 
thrifty traits ang money-making proclivi- 
ties of the New Englanders. A good sam- 
ple of this “southern yankee’ ts D. T. 
Clyatt, of Quitman, Ga., @ guest of the 
Shoreham. Mr. -Clyatt is a young man 
who, by his own industry and ability, has 
accumulated a comfortable fortune, and 
who. if he has no bad luck, will be a very 
rich man. He has saw mills and turpen- 
tine mills, sends big consignments of na- 
val stores to Savannah, raises jarge crops 
of corn, hay, sugar cane and cotton, fat- 
tens and kills his own hogs, and is a large 
employer of labor. 

“My country,” said he, “is in southern 
Georgia, close to the Florida line. One of 
our chief industries is the production of 
spirits of turpentine and rosin that come 
from the long-leaf yellow pine, and which 
are in great demand at a present price 
that is highly remunerative. Savannah is 
the greatest market in the world for these 
articles styled naval stores, and prices are 
fixed there. It will not be Many years, 
however, until our Georgia forests will 
have been cut away and even now pine 
lands are getting scarce. 

“On an average a pine tree will yield 
turpentine for about five years, arma after 
that time it is cut down and sent to the 
saw mill, the previous ‘boxing’ for turpen- 
tine in mowlse injuring its value for tim- 
ber. 

“But there is no alarm on aceount of 
the destruction of the timber in our sec- 
tion, sinee the lands yield abundant and 
good paying crops. A lerge regian of 100 
miles back of the coast grows the fine 
sea island cotton, which brings from 18 
to 2% cents per pound. I was simply 
forced into agriculture in order to utilize 
the lana from Which the trees had been 
removed, but I have made it pay. Every 
year I plant a large in peanuts, 
which are the champion hog fattening 
food of the world, and my swine are as 
fat as the corn-fed porkers of Nebraska 
or IHinois. Bvery pound of hay that my 
horses and mules consume is raised on 
my own lands, and I produce many gal- 
jonas of the finest molasses from my fields 
of sugar cane. All the ers of my 
section are in good circimsetances, and 
many of them are well fixed financially. 
I do not believe therg is a portion of the 
United States where the conditions of 
life are easier or where industry and 
thrift will give better returns than in 


southern Geosgia. 
“On my various farms and lumber 


‘camps I employ from 150 to 200 negroes. 


They are excellent laborers, easily man- 
@ged when treated right, but not many 


of them manifest any thrift. I pay them 
in cash every four weeks accoming to 
the amount of work each performs. There 
is not one of them who, if he would save, 
coulda not have a comfortable sum at the 
end of the year, but it would be impossi- 
ble to find one with a bank account. The 
minute the negro gets what is coming to 
him the money burns his pockets until he 


spends it.”’

Recently Leveled Against 
Executors. 


The Collier will case yesterday took 3 
new and most sensational turn. 

A petition was filed by the caveators 
declaring that Judge J. N. Bateman and 
Henry IL. Collier, executors under the 
famous ‘“‘tissue paper’ will, are neither 
ft nor competent persons to control the 
big estate of the late G. W. Collier. The 
ordinary is asked to require them to file 
bonds. 

This petition sets out in plain, 
nished language a!! the hints, innuendoes, 
implications and charges that have been 
leveled against these two men since the 
thin, insignificant piece of paper pur- 
porting to be the last will and tevament 
of G. W. Collier was copied on the 
records in the ordinary’s office and then 
locked securely in the big official safe, 
side by side with dozens of other wills, 
accepted and disputed.

Weaver. so C. D. Gallowag stated duck- 
ed behind a table and kept out of the 
way as Curtin made several attempts to 
shoot him.

Curtin admitted most of the evidence 
against him.

Cook. There were a score of witnesses, 
who testified that Lowry preached and 
did not work.

Lowry lived, so witnesses stated, in a 
squalid room near the corner of Decatur 
and Hilliard streets.

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How Necklaces of Gems 

Are Made up and Strung 

EARLS are the most popular jew- 

P els of the day. Accor@ing to the es- 

timate of one London daily paper 

@ quarter of a million sterling is invested 

in these gems of the sea every year by the 
ladies of London society. 

Mr. Magennis, of the Goldsmiths Com- 
pany, one of the greatest pearl experts 
in the world, hag given a list of five neck- 
laces sold during the fast twelve months. 
At Lady Dudley’s sale two went for 
£22,200 and £16,700; at Lady Henry Gor- 
don-Lennox’s sale one was sold for £22,- 
600. Mme. Humbert’s necklace fetched 
£20,000, a necklace was solid privately 
for £35,000, and, to complete the half- 
dogen with an aggregate value of £122,- 
000, Mr. Magennis showed a necklace 
which hig firm have now on sale for £16,- 
000. A single string of pearls, perféctly 
matched and of purest lustre, but of no 
exceptional] size, can be beught for £3,000. 
A single pearl may be worth anything 
from half a crown to £5,000. 

Very few people know that there is 
such a profession—or rather, art—as that 
of “peari-stringing,”’ although the pear)- 
stringer has a most important part to 
play the production of the beautiful 
necklaces, colarettes and ropes of pearis 


‘which adorn the necks of the great beau- 


ties of the day. 

It is the task of the pearl-stringers 
to blend the colors, to graduate the sizes 
and string the pearls in such a manner as 
to insure their finally appearing to their 
best advantage. Only the keen eye of one 
used to the handling of some thousands 
of these precious gems annually can do 
this to perfection. It has often been re- 
marked by dealers that their pearls have 
looked worth a much greater value 
through being correctly matched and 
graduated than when roughly picked up 
by an. incompetent person. Pearls arrive 
from India and other parts of the world 
in small bunches, with silver tassel ends. 
They are then handed to the stringer, 
who lays them out upon a long velvet- 
covered tray, furnished with grooves of 
various sizes and depths. The pearls are 
then put into the grooves, ready to be 
matched. 

Presuming a rope has to be made of 
fairly fine stones, the first thing to be 
done is to pick out the largest and finest 
pearl and place it alone in one of the 
large grooves. This forms the center of 
the rope. Then the two next best pearls 
of equal color, size and shape are picked 
Out and placed one on each side of the 
center pearl. Then the next two, and so 
On, until the two ends are reached, where 
page com Irregularly shaped pearls 

>d. ey are then temporarily 
threaded, and if no alteration is necessa- 
ry, strung again, and the diamond clasp 
is attached. 7

| “Cliy accomplished that on be- 
ing put into the scales very few grains’ 
difference, and often none whatever, will 
be found in the weight of the two sides. 

Large pearls, as a rule, have very small 
holes drilled jin them, the reason being 
probably on account of their great value, 
one grain sometimes making a difference 
of many sovereigns. On that account only 
very fine material can be used to thread 
them on, and considerable risk is run of 
losing some of the stones. 

Happily, this seldom happens, as the 
pearl stringer has a brilliant way of 
effectually preventing such mishaps by 
placing a neat little knot close to each 
pearl, so that should an accident occur 
and the rope break, only one pearl can 
possibly fall to the ground. 

Every lady who values her pearls has 
them restrung at regular intervals, 
that there is little risk of any of them 
being lost. Curiously enough, this par- 
ticular industry has been for generations 
in the hands of one family, which it is 
needless to say is well known among all 
who have dealings with these precious 
gems, and it is by this family that so 
many of the beautiful necklaces and col- 
larettes are made and fitted so perfectly 
to their fortunate owner's neck. 

Pear! stringers have the opportunity of 
seeing and handling many of the finest 
and most celebrated necklaces in the 
world, including those of her majesty the 
queen and other members of the royal 
family. In these cases, of course, the 
necklaces are restrung only in exactly 
the same way as they have always been, 
not one pearl being misplaced or even 
turned the wrong way about; and note 
is always taken and numbers, etc., check- 
ed before and after the operation of re- 
Stringing them. 

There is other work associated with that 
of pear! stringers, such as the drilling and 
polishing uf the pearls, and the making of 
strung-pearl ornaments, that is to say, 
seed pearls strung on to ornaments. oj 
mother-o'-pear] of yarious designs, chiefly 
as sprays for the hair and brooches. 

Drilling of pearls is done entirely by 
means Of the hands, the little machine 
being worked with the one hand while 
the pearl is held between the thumb and 
first finger of the other. It is very re- 
sponsible and hard work, and takes many 
years of apprenticeship. A good driller is 
the man who can pick up a valuable pearl. 
pierce the center correctly and evening- 
ly, and at the same time expeditiously. 

Should a driller have the misfortune to 
break a hardened steel drill in a pearl, it 
may take him a considerable time to re- 
move it, and often at the risk of damag- 
ing or spoiling the precious stone; but this 
misfortune seldom happens.

A LOCOMOTIVE A DAY. 


This Is the Rate at Which One Road 
Orders. 


New York Tribune: ‘I’m ttred,” snort- 
ed the big ten wheel mogul, banging his 
Way into the division round house. ‘‘They 
tacked ten heavy cars to my load today, 
and I was already pulling more than any 
self-respecting locomotive ought.” 

“I’m tired, too,’’ declared the head of 
the fast express, still perspiring from 
every pore of her polished sides. ‘‘It’s 
a burning shame to make a thoroughbred 
lady—that’s what they call me—work like 
a freight ‘dub.’ ”’ 

“Freight ‘dub,’ indeed!’ hissed the mo- 
‘eul, with the last of his left over steam. 
“I'm just as good as you are on any 
@ivision ‘from Jersey City to Chicago, 
and I earn the road a heap more."’ He 
would have said more, but the last of his 
\ steam drifted away in thin

“flyer” was determined to have the last 
word.

had power of speech. Never in the history 
of railroading in the United States were 
there so manhy locomotives, and never 
Were they sq sadly overworked. More then 


4,000 new locomotives were turned out 
by the building concerns last year, and 
this year’s figures wil probably reach 
5,000. In spite of this, no general man- 
ager will venture to say when the tired 
engines will get a rest. 

And now comes Great Britain patting 
herself on the. back because a Jarge ordcr 
of locomotives for a Canadian railroad 
has been placed in Glasgow. This i 
simply another proof of the much boagt- 
ed American supremacy. An official of 
the road said when the order was sent 
to Scotland that it would have gone to 
the United States had not the American 
shops been tod busy to deliver the goods 
when they were wanted. 

A few years ago the cry from shippers 
was: ‘“‘For heaven's sake, give us some 
ars!’ 

“Wow they are protesting: “Can't you 
give us a locomotive? The siding has 
been full of loaded cars for weeks.’’ 

The shortage in equipment has changed 
from cars to engines, and the strain of 
breaking tlockades has put a large num- 
ber of the latter out of business. Cars 
are absolutely no use to traffic managers 
without engines with which to haul 
them. Worse than that, additional cars 
would only increase the present )trouble 

. 


by blocking the sidings and terminal 
yards. 

The case of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company is typical, though no road has 
made stronger. efforts/ fo keep abreast 
with the ever increaw’ xg yolume of pas- 
senger and. freight isiness. For the 
last two years the oOmpany has pur- 
chased a locomotive a day, and it is 
keeping it up, with no prospect of a 
final letup. In two years a total of 40,000 
freight cars has been added to the com- 
pany's rolling stock. 

A few months ago the company voted 
to increase its capital stock by $150,000,000, 
making a tota] authorized capitalization 
of $400,000,000. This increase is expected 
to straighten out many present difficul- 
ties. In Pittsburg alone an expenditure 
of $10,000,000 is necessary to relieve 
freight congestion arid to prevent its 
recurrence. The entire Pittsburg di- 
vision will probably be four tracked. 
Practically a new road is necessary from 
Harrisburg to Philadelphia, to keep the 
enormous coal business out of the way 
of passenger traffic. 

Some locomotive statistics are avail- 
able, and will po ne. In 1897 
the total num of engines in use in 
the United States was %,%6. Figures tur 


1901 show an increase of 3,598, of wHich 
2,441 were fréight engines and nearly 
1,000 were for switching purposes. Thus 
the average annual gain is barely 60 
engines. 

In 1897 the passenger miles to the loco- 
motive totalled 1,223,000, while in 1901 the 
total was 1,704,000, an increase of nearly 
40 per cent. The ton miles hauled by 
freight engines in this period increased 
1,775,000. No wonder the engines of today 
are overworked. 

So it is to the builders of lecomotives 
that the railroads are looking for rellef. 
and the various concerns are striving 
to that end. This is better illustrated 
in no place than the Baldwin locomotive 
works, Which occupy over seven city 
biocks in the heart of Philadelphia. 

The Baldwin works were occupied ihir- 
ty years in building their first thousand 
locomotives, but in 1902 they turned ou: 


1,583. The first six months of this year 
show an outgut of 1,000, and the rate 
will easily be kept up for the remaining 
six months, giving a record for thé year 
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and each worked ten hou day, with 
the principal departments rivnning con- 
tinually twenty-three hours out of twen- 
ty-four. A horse-power of 7,500, mostly 
electric, was required, and the works con- 
sumed 2,150 tona of coal each week. The 
weekly consumption of iron was 3,500 tons, 
and gf other materials 1,000 tons. This 
provided for the making of all parts of 
locomotives and tenders, except the boil- 
er and tank plates, chilled wheels, boiler 
tubes and special patented appllancee like 
air-brake equipment, 

It takes a*full half day to make the 
rounds of the works, even when conducted 
by one who knows all the short cuts 
and avoidg repetitions. There is got an 
uninteresting shop in the place. from 
the casting room to the erection shop, 
as a Tribune reporter fcund on a recent 
visit. Though the work has been greatly 
simplified by the introduction of electric 
cranes, automatic machinery and Lie like,

Tim firebox was 108 inches long 
and 78 inches wide, with a heating suf- 
face of 210.3 square feet, The heating 
surfacé of the tubes wyg 5,155.8 square 
feet, and of the firebrick tubes 23.9, mak- 
ing a total of 6,390 square feet. The gauge 
of this engine was 4 feet 8% inches: the 
cylinders were 19 inches by 32 by 32 inchea, 
and the drivers 57 Inches. 

The Baldwin company is ebout to come 
plete its 22,000th locomotive, and they 
are being used in all parts of the world, 
Since the domestic demand has grown, 
not go much attention has been given 
to foreign work.

er’s presents, but Pope Leo’s health being 
at that time precarious, the vatican au- 
thorities feared that if he died while the 
jubilee gifts were away it might create 
an awkward situation. Now the question 
arises whether with the death of Pope 
Leo those presents have not lost their 
interest and whether something elise 
would be better. 

Many suggestions on the subject are

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Interesting Points About the Land 
Whence Come the Cod 


VER a century ago 
Bobbie Burns, in 
writing his “Twa 
Dogs, said of 
New Foundland 
about all that the 
world at large 
knew of it then: 


“Some place far abroad 
Where sailors fish for cod.” 


But, strange to say, the great mass 
of people are but little better informed 
of the beauties and charms of Terra 


Nova to-day. 

I have seen many lands that were 
called beautiful and passed through 
many regions whose wild charm 1s 
known to fame, but nowhere have I 
beheld such rock-lipped bays, such 
fir-clad defiles cut by clear, cold 
rivers; such weird, enchanting moors, 
such stretches of country, desolate as 
to man, but teeming with the dumb 
children of God. 

To begin with, the country 1s 350 
miles long and 280 wide, being the 
tenth largest island in the world, and 
yet only 225,000 people live upon it, 
and they, for the most part, are scat- 
tered in a fringe : ‘round the coast. It 
is traversed by a railroad, but so wild 
is the interior that herds of caribou 
are often seen from train windows. 

A Popular Misconception. 

There is a popular conception that a 
great portion of the country 1s cov- 
ered with snow all the year around, 
and that in the north the Eskimos 
their dogs, sleds, 
This is a great mis- 
take. for the highest latitude 1s less 
than 52 degrees, and, though the Arc- 
tic current does indeed chill the north- 
eastern shore, the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and the gulf stream keep the 
western and southern portions of the 


igloos and furs. 


country in a climate very hike to that 
of Maine's best. 

To those tired of following the 
beaten paths of continental travel, 
Newfoundland 1s a genuine relief, for 
it is all new, all unusual. The vol- 
canoes that made the land left it in 
grotesque and_= startling formation. 
[he mountainous regions of the 
United States were once, of course, 
much the same, but in Newfoundland 
the planing, smoothing, grinding gla- 
cier was limited in its action. 

A Mountain of Hematite. 


In one place there is a large island 
to speak very nearly solid 
hematite iron ore, and a com- 
pany is at work cutting down this 
Bell Island, as it is called, and ship- 
ping away the ore. In White Bay the 
early explorers thought they had 
found a refrigerating freak, for when 
they sailed into its fair expanse in 
midsummer the shores seemed still 
covered with ice and snow, they were 
so white and glistening. But the truth 
is that these shores are massive piles 
of the whitest marble. In Green Bay 
the copper imparts to the land the 
color which gives the name. 
Somewhere in the interior there is 
an abundance of gold. There was 
an old people called the Beothics who 
dwelt in the land, and who are ac- 
credited with having had yellow hair 
and blue eyes. Some say that they 
were descendants of early colonies of 
Icelandic origin, who had come to 
Terra Nova long before Cabot dis- 
covered it. But the Micmac Indians 
thinned their numbers, assisted by 
terribie plagues, and about two hun- 
dred years ago the remnant disap- 
peared suddenly and completely. That 
remnant had quantities of ornaments 
made from free gold, but the veins 
from which that gold came are still 
undiscovered. 
The coast is 
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harbors than any other land of equal | 
coast line in the world. That of St. 
Johns is an extremely peculiar one. 
The whole eastern coast is a bold, 
high range of cliffs, and one could 
easily sail past the entrance of the 
beautiful harbor without seeing it. It 
is a marrow cleft in the rocks that rise 
700 feet on either side; it broadens 


inside and runs south behind the hills 


for two miles, a beautiful deep-water, 
land-locked haven. Here is built up 
the one city of Terra Nova—St. Johns, 
with a population of 45,000, and nearly 
$5,000,000 worth of codfish leave the 
port each year. 

Inland are multitudinous streams, 
and as they wind their way among 
the abrupt hills they form thousands 
of scenic lakes s, some of them so tiny 


These Forts Striped Like Zebras 


Queer experiments with striped bat- 
teries, guns and emplacements have 
been going on lately in England. They 
consisted of trials with weapons and 
fortifications that painted in 
stripes, some of them of such violent- 
ly contrasting tints that at first 
thought laymen would imagine noth- 
ing could be done to make the forts 
stand out more vividly. 

Among other color effects that were 
tried were black and white stripes, 


yellow and black, and red and blue. 

The experiments were not absurd, 
though it sounds as if they must have 
been. They were based on natural 
philosophy, and also on the experience 
of trained plainsmen, scouts and 
hunters. 

The idea arose through the experi- 


were 


ences of soldiers and hunters in Africa 
and India. They told how perfectly 
the gay stripes of tigers, the gaudy 
spots of leopards, the bright skins of 
lions, and the sharply defined black 
and white stripes of the zebra, simu- 
lated their background so that, instead 
of being easily visible omgccount of 
their coloring, the animals could hard- 
ly be seen. 

In the English experiments it was 
found that the stripes had the effect 
of presenting so broken a surface to 
the eye that objects painted with them 
blended perfectly with the background 
of sky and hills and trees. 

A body of scouts sent out to find 
one of these striped batteries rode 
straight into it, and did not realize 
that it was in front of then until they 
were within a thoxsand feet. Of 
course, this would have meant their 
annihilation in war.

Blue-Eyed Folk 
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In these streams and lakes the very 
finest specimens of trout in the world 
are to be caught, and there is many 
a nook into which the white man’s eye 
has never looked, for there are por- 
tions of the upper districts which have 
not been explored as yet, and what is 
there no one can say. Giant salmon 
are abundant, and all men who hunt 
and fish come to Newfoundland. 

The Remarkable Humber River. 

The remarkable Humber River, 
which nearly makes a canal-like cut 
across 200 miles of the upper country, 
has been the theme of many a descrip- 
tive pen, but few have ever approach- 
ed justice to it. It is a river, wide, 
deep and strong, having its fountain 
head in the streams which supply a 
chain of unexplored mountain lakes 
in the southern end of the Long 
Range Mountains. From that north 
to Hare Bay, even though the country 
is less than 150 miles across trom 
water to water, the maps are a blank, 
and the trapper and prospector shakes 
his head when you ask him about the 
country. 

Some years since an English yacht 
that had been cruising about Halifax, 
Lunenburg and Chester, went up 
through Cabot Strait into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, and, after calling at 
Bonne Bay, put in at Portland Creek. 
It was in September and fine, mild 
weather—the genuine [Indian summer 
—and the owner and his friends got 
out the guns for a little hunting. One 
of the guests, a young English lord, 
got separated from the party, and was 
compelled to camp over night in the 
woods, while the others returned to 
the yacht heavily laden with game.

Boiled Beef With Horse-Radish Sauce 


Select the rib ends of the best beef 
to be found in market. It is a great 
mistake to think any kind of beef will 
do to boil. Be sure the flesh is thick on 


the ribs, and have it quite fat. A square 
of four ribs is enough for a dinner 
for six persons, with a soup and salad. 

Put the beef in a kettle over the fire 
with enough boiling water to cover 
it; when the scum rises to the sur- 
face, carefully remove it, then put in 
the kettle with the beef a lemon cut 
in halves, a tablesponful of Tarragon 
vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of cider 
vinegar, two bay leaves, a tablespoon- 
ful of salt, a larg~e Mexican pepper, 
or a dozen little peppers from a pep- 
per-sauce bottle, a large onion, cut in 
halves, and then cover the kettle 
closely and stand it where the beef 
will just simmer till it is’ so tender 
that the bones drop out. 


During the last half hour the beef 
is cooking, make the _ horseradish 
sauce as follows: 

Put a pint and a half of rich milk 
in a saucepan over the fire, add three 
heaping tablespoonfuls of butter. 
When the milk begins to bubble. stir 
in three big heaping tablespoonfuls 
of flour dissolved in a pint of milk. 
When this boils until quite thick. stir 
ina half pint of freshly grated horse- 
radish, moistened with white vinegar. 

Put the boiled beef on a deep plat- 
ter and serve the sauce with it, or on 
a separate dish.

N Attractive House That 


Suggests the Pictur- 
esque Hacienda of 
Early California Days 
—~—One of Its Most 
Effective Features Is 
the Main Doorway— 
Both Hallway and Dining-Room 
Have Much to Commend Them, 
and the Bedrooms Are of Good Size. 


ERE is an ideal home built by 
an artist that will 
equally as well for anyone 
who wants to build-an artis- 

tic house at comparatively small ex- 
pense. This particular house stands 
in New. Jersey, not far from New 
York. 

Che exterior suggests the pictur- 
esque hacienda dwellings. of the early 
Spanish-California settlers, the stucco 
valls, from a distance, giving the 
cttect of plastered adobe work. 
The foundation is of stone, but 
above that the construction is entire- 
ly of wood, except the metal lath 
work of the wals over which Port- 
land cement is plastered three coats 
thick. The whole is tinted in soft 
slate gray, contrasting well with the 
natural finish of the singled gambrel 
roof. 

The interior is no less effective in 
its artistic arrangement. From the 
front porch the hall is entered by a 
unique doorway, the door of which is 
three thicknesses of one-eighth inch 
cypress, grooved on both the exterior 
and interior to represent heavy tim- 
bers. In the upper half is a diamond- 
shaped lhght, permitting an open view 
of the path leading up to the door 
without its being opened. 

The hall as finished in cypress with 
plastered walls, and is lighted by a 
window to the south. This hall and 
the dining-room in the rear are treat 
ed with a forest-green effect that sub- 
dues the strong light from the south- 
ern exposure. 

In the dining-room is an open fire 
place with Roman brick facings, 
topped by a neat wooden mantel. The 
windows are arranged in pairs 
divided by a strip, which gives quite 
an odd effect. 

In the kitchen, pantries 
vants rooms the woodwork is given 
a natural finish. The kitchen is well 
fitted with sink and wash trays, and 
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the pantry has all the advantages of 
dish racks, shelves and drawers. 

All the rafters are exposed on thi» 
first floor. They are of 2x1ro hemlock 
and are furred six inches from the 
base and sheathed between with No. 1 
North Carolina tongued and grooved, 
comb-grained pine flooring laid fore 
side down. 

In the hallway are the stairs leading 
up to the second floor. The stairway 
is finished in cypress square newels, 
the sides sheathed with narrow V- 
cdged cypress boards. With the land- 
ing eight steps up and the turn, the 
effect is simple and quaint. 

The second floor contains the 
studio, two bedrooms and the bath. 


In the front part of the studio 1s a, 


deep enough for. a 
study or den. It is large enough to 
contain numerous shelves for books, 
and is lighted by a window in the 
tront of the house. 

The studio, reaching from the al- 
cove to the back of the house, ts light- 
ed by a cluster of four windows, 
bunched together under the peak of 
the gable. The studio has no atti, 
but the rafters are exposed, and stain- 
ed with a mixture of tar and Prussian 
blue, which gives them an old-wood 
effect. Beside the windows under the 
gable, there 1s one large double win- 
dow in the rear facing west. It gives 
so strong a light in the afternoon that 
it is sometimes necessary to subdue it 
with a colored roller curtain. Thé 

tudio has been so arranged that at 
any time it can be partitioned off into 
two bedrooms, giving each a sufh

The two neatly plastered bedrooms 
on the south side are well provided 
with ceiled closets, and each 1s lighted 
by two windows, mine panes to each 
sash. Above is a small attic suitable 
for storage purposes. 

The bathroom is well fitted out in 
modern stvle with a porcelain tub and 
nickel finished plumbing. 

In winter the entire house is heated 
by a furnace in the cellar, the front of 
which is below the level of the street 
It is well cemented and provided with 
coal and wood bins, and dry enough to 
store any surplus furniture.

beds with 
trimmings. Simple

wire openings can 
be purchased for $8 each; allow an 
extra dollar for black drop paint, 
ready prepared for use, and 
ivory white paint. Give two coats of 
the black to one of the beds, and to 
the other give a single coat of the 
ivory white. You will find them much 
improved under this treatment.

These can be 
bought tor 25 cents each. 

At your parlor windows hang cur- 
tains of sheer white dotted muslin, 
with little frills and tied back at either 
side with crisp white muslin bows. 
You can buy a Morris chair, which 
your husband will find very comfor- 
table, for from $6 to $25. The less

ones are good, but the 
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screen, covered with silkoline of white 
ground with violets upon it.

The Various Ways of Decorating 
Walls and Ceilings. 

Mrs. M. B. L., of Pittsburg, writes: 
“We own our own home and are just 
finishing it up, and would like advice 
about the finish for walls. I can have 
anything done to them that will be 
suitable for a five-room cottage, as 
the house is being built on the in- 
stallment plan. - I do not have to be 
quite so economical about it as I do 
about my furnishing. I would like 
to have some color that will not show 
dirt. I had thought of plain paper, 
though the walls are not yet finished. 

“IT do not want my rooms to look 
gloomy. Two of them face south and 
only the kitchen is due north. If you 
will tell me how to fix the walls and 
give a little advice about curtains and 
colors for rooms, I’d thank you. The 
parlor is 10x12 feet, each of the two 
hedrooms 9x12, the dining-room ts 
rox12. and the kitchen is 8x1o. There 
is a little front entrance hall with an 
arch leading into parlor; how shall I 
color that wall? The door has a glass 
in the upper half; shall 1 use one of 
the large, flat lace pieces on it? I 


think them handsome, but fear they

How to Make a Room Pleasant for 
Evening Use. 

“IT have a parlor suit in wool bro- 
cade, kind of terra cotta, with yellow- 
ish flowers and green leaves on it. My 
husband complains that the chairs are 
not comfortable. Id like to get a 
chair he would sit in, as | wish to 
make this room so we can use it of 
evenings. Il have a golden oak bed- 
room set, but the bed is so big for 
the room I can't think what to do 
with it. What shall | put on my par- 
lor floor? I would like something 
g od that will wear well. It 1s 
hard to keep walls clean here.” 

If you finish your walls in rough 
plaster, it would be a nice idea to have 
them painted in oils. This makes a 
pretty wall. The slight roughness or 
tooth of the plaster surface gives a 
depth and richness to any color that 
is put on. The painted walls are ab- 
solutely sanitary, and can be washed 
and made to look like new. A picture 
mould must be used in all of the 
rooms where this treatment 1s em- 
ployed, for no tack or nail can be 
driven into the walls without marring 
them. I think you would like the 
color of entrance hall and parlor the 
same, for in this way you will gain 
much in spaciousness. Select a soft 
shade of rather light green for the 
side walls. For this color look at 
the back of a leaf of foliage of a rose, 
and you will get a good example. 


How to Tell How Paint Will Look 
When Dry. 


Have the painter who is to do your 
work put some of the color ona piece 
of sandpaper and let it dry thorough- 
ly. In this way you can see exactly 
what shade your wall will be, for it 
sometimes dries differently from the 
moist color. 

For your dining-room choose a soft 
shade of yellow. It will harmonize

See what you can get for your oak 
bed at a second-hand shop, if it 1s too 
large for the room. You can doubt- 
less buy with the proceeds a plain 
white iron bed, with woven wire 
spring. Give this bed an extra coat 
of ivory white paint. As such beds 
come from the shop an objectionable 
bluish white, you will find this makes 
a decided improvement.
